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Disarmament Effects on Services 


The vital character of the League of Nations’ Disarmament Conference 
which will be held at Geneva will be made known to the country and the 
Services when the instructions to the American delegation shall be made 
public. These instructions are being carefully formulated, and will be com- 
municated to the delegation upon its appointment. The delegation, in all 
probability, will comprise certain American diplomats now accredited to Euro- 
pean governments, including Hugh Gibson, Minister to Switzerland. They 
will be furnished with Army and Navy officers, especially fitted to guide 
them in the studies and deliberations which will be required. In the mean- 
time, the General Staff of the Navy and the General Board of the Navy, as 
well as the War Colleges of the Services, are carefully investigating every 
question which possibly can arise at the conference, and the results of their 
work will be supplied to the American officers for their information. 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL is informed that this Government, realizing 
the tremendous scope of the agenda under discussion and communicated by 
the President in a special message to Congress, is endeavoring to bring about 
an accord which will enable practical lines to be followed at the forthcoming 
conference. In other words, the work as outlined at present, is regarded as 
too comprehensive for real results to be achieved. Therefore, an effort is 
under way to confine the work of the conference to an examination of the 
present visible forces of each nation, the possible forces which could be called 
to the colors, and the size of the forces which should be maintained in time 
of peace. Should this be successful, it is believed an agreement for arma- 
ment limitation will be obtained from the final conference which will follow 
the conference already agreed upon. Of course, the studies to be made will 
extend to the Army, Navy and Air Services of each nation. The French 
are understood to be extremely reluctant to consider the question of mili- 
tary restriction, and are insistent upon simultaneous discussion of the naval 
strength of the Great Powers. Great Britain is said to be willing to eliminate 
battleship construction after 1932 and to limit cruiser construction. She wants 
prohibition of submarines and military aircraft, according to all reports, and 
in case of inability to get prohibition will be content with limitation. So far 
as the naval discussion is concerned, it is realized that it involves only five 
Great Powers, but with respect to the question of military strength, obviously 
it will be extremely difficult to devise a practical formula which would apply 
to South America as well as to Europe and North America. A nice ques- 
tion is involved also in the possibility of transforming commercial aircraft 
into war weapons in case of prohibition or limitation of military aircraft. 


France is concerned about her lines of communication to Africa, which can 
be protected by aircraft and submarines. Great Britain has everything to 
gain and nothing to lose, according to naval strategists, by the abolition or 
limitation of these craft. The stoppage of capital ship construction likewise 
would be to the great advantage of Great Britain. Her preponderance in 
cruiser strength, supplemented by the overwhelming number of fast and 
serviceable merchant ships she has available, is such that she could readily 
afford, if other nations would do so, to scrap battleships. Under the British 
flag are 38 light modern cruisers, aggregating 179,190 tons, and 13 of the 
same type under construction aggregating 125,100 tons. Japan has 16 light 
modern cruisers completed and 9 under construction, having a total tonnage 
of 156,205 tons. The United States is provided with 10 light cruisers, with 
a displacement of 75,000 tons, and has authorized 8 more of 10,000 tons each, 
but appropriation of only $2,000,000 for two of these ships has been granted. 
So that if all cruiser construction were stopped, the ratio would be Great 
Britain 38, Japan 16, the United States 10. If the 5-5-3 ratio, established 
by the Washington Treaty, is to be observed, the United States should be 
on an equality with Great Britain, and Japan should be permitted to build 
seven additional cruisers. Involved in this matter also is the question of 
the merchant marine. What ratio can be devised with regard to it? 

It is assumed that the naval experts who accompany the American dele- 
gation will keep in mind the importance of maintaining the Washington 
treaty ratio if conditions force any further cut in naval strength. 

So far as the Army is concerned, no one believes that any further reduc- 
tion will be favored by the United States. President Coolidge is understood 
to believe that the Military Establishment is about the size that should be 
maintained. Moreover, it is pointed out that this country is comparable in 
military strength so far as population is concerned, to one of the weak 
republics of South America. Great Britain cannot afford any further reduc- 
tion of her military force, so that the United States probably will not be 
asked to make any sacrifice in this respect. It may be, however, that some- 
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Guard Convention Meets Jan. 14 


The National Guard Convention of the United States will assemble at 
St. Augustine, Fla., Jan. 14, 15, and 16. It will be a meeting of great im- 
portance, since many matters of policy affecting the National Guard and 
its relations with the Regular Army and the Federal Government, will be 
considered and determined. Every state organization will be represented, 
and appreciating the necessity of participation by some of its ablest minds, 
the War Department has selected an outstanding group of Regular Officers 
to take part in the program. 

The convention will mark a real milestone in the progress of the National 
Guard. It finds the organization, as Gen. Creed C. Hammond, Chief of the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department has reported to the Secretary of 
War, “more highly trained, better supplied, and more adequately equipped 
to answer an emergency call in the roll of a dependable organized force.” 
On June 30 last, the aggregate strength of the National Guard was 177,525 
as against 177,428 on the same date of the previous year. But this net 
gain of only 97 men does not represent the progress made. As General 
Hammond further states, in August, 1924, the applications for recognitions 
of new units and the recruiting of organizations had reached the maximum 
permitted by the restricted appropriations available, and it became necessary 
to discontinue the Federal recognition of new organizations. Unfortunately, 
on account of the limited appropriations available for the present fiscal year, 
this policy must continue, and unless Congress grants an increase over the 
budget estimates for the next fiscal year, it will go on during that period. 

This aspect of the situation was brought forcibly to the attention of the 
House committee by Gen. Milton A. Reckord, Commanding General of the 
Maryland National Guard, and President of the National Guard Association. 
In company with other National Guard Officers, and representatives of the 
Militia Bureau, General Reckord appeared this week before the committee. 
While agreeing that it would be possible to maintain the present strength 
of the National Guard with the amount of money included in the Budget 
estimates—$30,827,252—it was pointed out that this sum would be inade- 
quate to assure the organization of all the units under the 250,000 man power 
plan. General Reckord feels that another million or at the most two, would 
enable this plan to be satisfactorily executed. He has discussed the matter 
with Senator Wadsworth, chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, and is encouraged to believe that some additional funds will be pro- 
vided by the Senate. General Reckord, also, is anxious that Congress au- 
thorize the 10 percent interchangeability of items proposal, holding that such 
latitude will permit wiser and more economical expenditure. 

The War Department is anxious to establish the cause and find a remedy 
for the large loss in the commissioned personnel of the National Guard, and 
undoubtedly its representatives will discuss this matter at St. Augustine. 
Of the 10,898 officers on June 30, 1924, 2,838 are no longer on the active 





list. An analysis of the separation by grade is shown in the following table:

HERE is a thoughtful trend to the discussion which has occurred editorially 

in the American press in connection with the proposed participation by the 
United States in the impending Disarmament Conference. Above all, it dis- 
closes a realization of the importance of the step contemplated. It is appre- 
ciated there are many angles to the move, many possibilities as to future involve- 
ment in European affairs, that, it is pointed out, justify the most careful 
scrutiny and consideration. For example, it is inquired whether we are on 
the way to taking part in the operations of the League of Nations, while 
remaining free from its obligations; and can we continue to be in that posi- 
tion. In other words, is not a moral situation being developed which will 
gradually draw us into the League and force us to assume all the responsibil- 
ities inseparable therefrom? Again, has not the President, by his acceptance 
of the Disarmament invitation, played shrewd politics, which will have an effect 
upon the consideration by the Senate of the World Court proposal? _ 

Senator Borah assented to the Disarmament plan, and is hostile to the 
World Court. He is being abandoned by some of the men on whom he had 
counted, Senator Pepper, of Pennsylvania, and Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
among others. Commenting upon Mr. Norris’ bouleversement, the Rocky 
Mountain News (Denver), suggests that the Locarno Conference changed the 
complexion of international affairs and brought clearer vision to many. Indeed, 
the general comment regarding the Locarno pacts is that a long step towards 
European security has been taken, that the nations of the Old World, free 
from the fear which has clouded their lives, are now in a frame of mind which 
will enable them to devote their attention to an improvement of their economic 
situation, and that, as a feature of this improvement must be reduction in ex- 
penditures, it is logical to expect a sharp cut in - 
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armaments. So, the proposed conference is re- 
garded with general favor, and results which 
will be of world benefit are expected to flow 
therefrom. 

President Coolidge, according to the Press 
and information which has come to the ARMY 
AND NAvy JoURNAL, is determined to carry out 
the disarmament plan, primarily because of his 
anxiety to aid in the development of normal 
conditions everywhere. Two Washington cor- 
respondents have described the attitude of the 
President, one Frank H. Simonds, in the Phil- 
adelphia Public Ledger, and the other, David 
Lawrence, in the Lincoln (Neb.) State Journal, 
in a way which is worth quoting. Mr. Simonds 
says: 

“It is true that the agreement between the 
President and the Senate has rather sharply 
limited the extent of our participation or rather 
the extent to which participation might com- 
mit us to later responsibilities. We are pre- 
pared to discuss the subject of armaments, to 
consider the extension of the agreements made 
at Washington for limitation of naval forces, 
to examine the broad field which concerns the 
forms of weapons used in war. On the other 
hand, we are not prepared to consider the pos- 
sibility of limiting our military strength for 
the simple fact that it is now so small that 
there is no conceivable chance that other nations 
will bring their armed forces down to our level. 
Our Army is not a factor in the military cal- 
culations of Europe and we are not prepared 
to agree that if any nation consents in the 
forthcoming conference to reduce its army we 
will expand our liabilities by pledging ourselves 
to its aid if attacked.” 


Here is the observation of Mr. Lawrence: 
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more. The United States, therefore, cannot promise proportionate reductions 
cannot, in advance, bind itself to the group mind on such a matter. It seems 
to be Mr. Coolidge’s intention to make certain that the United States remain 
outside the pale when the powerful European problem of land disarmament 
is considered. That course is a condition indispensable to our acceptance of 
the invitation. While out of it, so far as land disarmament is concerned, the 
United States is in it whenever the discussion moves toward aerial or naval 
limitation.” 

The Morning Oregonian (Portland) points out that this government has 
always been an advocate of small armaments, and set a precedent by calling the 
Washington conference. “It has set an example,” the paper continues, “by 
reducing its regular army to the limit necessary for garrisons and for training 
the National Guard and Reserves. The United States will have an opportunity 
to urge the same-standard for armies as was adopted at the Washington con. 
ference—adequate for defense and too weak for successful aggression.” 

What the Army has to fear, in the opinion of some editors, is the possibility 
that in order to gain a point in connection with European limitation the Amer. 
ican Government will concede something in the way of the National Guard and 
reserve organization or training. The suggestion of a 5-5-3 ratio for the land 
forces, as proposed by the Portland Oregonian be suggested to apply to the 
National Guard and Reserves as well as to the Regular establishment. It is 
not seen how the Natioral Guard can be affected, however, since that is made 
up of state organizations, which the Federal Government assists. Treaties are 
the supreme law of the land, and a nice constitutional question would evolve 
from a discussion as to whether the National Guard is subject to a limitation 
imposed as the result of a treaty made by the 
Federal Government. As time goes on and ex- 
planations are made by the authorities it will 
be possible to obtain the reaction of the coun- 
try on these various important points. 

The Navy, however, is in a different sit- 
uation. That the British Government would be 
entirely willing to stop all capital ship con- 
struction, and, possibly, air craft carrier con- 
struction, is easily understood, and it would not 
be surprising should the delegation of that 
government propose such action after 1932. 
Britain could make a proposal of this kind with 
full regard for her own security, since the 
preponderance she has in cruisers and in mer- 
chant marine vessels would enable her to re- 
tain the domination of the seas. The British 
also will advocate, according to reports from 
London, that submarine construction be forbid- 
den, and if that be impossible that it be placed 
within limitations. The United States is ina 
position where it is sporadically suggested it 
should favor continued submarine construction, 
and in this course it is expected to have the 
support of France. The British also will insist 
upon disarmament so far as the air is con- 
cerned. Already, the Press is beginning to 
publish items from London as to the terrible 
consequences of aircraft operations upon civil- 
ian populations. It is apparent that the effort 
behind such reports is to develop an American 
public opinion in this matter which will sup- 
port the British view. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


President Coolidge in a message sent to Congress 
on Jan. 4, signified his acceptance of the invitation 
of the League of Nations for American participation 
in the arms limitation preliminary conference to be 
held in Geneva, Switzerland, in February next, and

“The biggest and most important step in 

international cooperation is about to be taken by the United States Govern- 
ment. It means that a formula for further association with the activities of the 
League of Nations has been found at last. Thus in the proposed Disarmament 
Conference to be held by the League of Nations, Mr. Coolidge has agreed in 
advance with Senator Borah, as chairman of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, that no security compact pledging the United States to protect or 
preserve the boundaries of foreign countries will be signed by the American 
Delegation. Also, the American mission will be instructed not to vote for any 
reduction of American land armament as the United States considers it has 
reduced its military establishment to a mere police force. But America will 
consider further limitation of naval armament and the restriction of the use 
of — - and other weapons.”

recommended an appropriation of $50,000 to cover

The following is an extract of the principal portions of the message relating to 
the disarmament conference: ; 

“The matters to be examined by the Preparatory Commission will, it is stated, 
touch upon all aspects of the question of disarmament and affect the interests of all 
the nations of the world. The council believes that the time has come for studying 
the practical possibilities of the reduction and limitation of armament and expresses 
the hope that at this time, when all of the nations of the world are convinced of a 
common need, it will be able to count upon the cooperation of the Government of the 
United States. ’ 

“This is neither the time nor the place to discuss the agenda of the Preparatory 
Commission or to assess the prospects of any conference or conferences on disarma- 
ment or limitation of armament which may later be convened. It is quite sufficient 
to note at this stage that the United States is merely invited to participate in a pre- 
liminary inquiry which may prepare the way for steps of a more definite and formal 
nature. 

“Whether the conditions and circumstances will make it desirable for the United 
States to attend any conference or conferences which may eventually take place as 
a result of the labors of the Preparatory Commission, or otherwise, is a question 
which need not now be considered. It is my judgment that so far as this preliminary 
inquiry is concerned we ought to give our aid and cooperation to the fullest extent 
consistent with the policies which we have adopted. 

“The general policy of this Government in favor of disarmament and limitation of 
armament cannot be emphasized too frequently or too strongly. In accordance with 
that policy any measure having a reasonable tendency to bring about these results 
should receive our sympathy and support. The conviction that competitive arma- 
ments constitute a powerful factor in the promotion of war is more widely and 
justifiably held than ever before, and the necessity for lifting the burden of taxation 
from the peoples of the world by limiting armament is becoming daily more imperative.”

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NEW ARMY COAT SPECIFICATIONS 


PECIFICATIONS for the new Army service overcoat, for all arms except 
the Air Service, are being prepared in the office of the Quartermaster 
General. This coat carries a lapel collar to conform to the new lapel collar 
miform coat. Otherwise there is little change from the present type of 
pvercoat, the new model being fastened with a double row of buttons and 
being the same in set and cut. 

When the specifications are drawn they will be submitted to the General 
staff for final approval. It has not yet been definitely decided whether the 
rank of the wearer will be indicated by loops or black braid, as at present, or 
whether metal or sewn insignia will appear on the shoulder loop. It is stated 
that the present uniform overcoat can be easily altered to conform to the 
new pattern. 

While the Quartermaster General’s office is drawing these specifications for 
the new overcoat, it is inspecting with great interest the models of the new 
rll-collar uniform coat being sent in by military tailors. Approximately 
thirty-five models are expected by January 15 on which day the receipt of 
samples will be closed and actual study, with a view toward a quick selection, 
begun. 

On or about January 16 a special committee of General Staff and Quarter- 
master officers, assisted by Col. De Witt Clinton Falls, Reserve Corps of New 
York, who designed the Army Band’s new uniform, will select the samples 
which they consider the best and submit them to Secretary Davis who personally 
will supervise the final decision. 

About the shirt, collar and tie to be worn with the new uniform, it is thought 
that they will be the same as those being worn at present by the officers of the 
Army Air Service, that is, a stiff white collar, white shirt and black tie for 
dress and an O.D. shirt with black tie for duty. However, the Quartermaster 
General’s office suspects that many officers while off duty will wear white shirts 
with a soft collar and black tie, after the British fashion. No objection will 









the made to this, it was stated, as neatness will be stressed more than uniformity 


in the matter of collar attire. 


It is also predicted that many officers will wear straight trousers off duty, 
as “slacks” are more in keeping with the swagger effect of the lapel uniform 
than breeches and leggings.

COLONEL KENNEDY APPOINTED BRIGADIER GENERAL 

S PREDICTED in the Army AND NAvy JOURNAL some weeks ago, Col. 

James M. Kennedy, Med. Corps, U.S.A., on duty at the Letterman General 
Hospital at the Presidio of San Francisco, has been selected for appointment 
as brigadier general to date from Mar. 3, 1926, vice Brig. Gen. James D. 
Glennan, Med. Corps, U.S.A., assistant to the Surgeon General, who retires 
on*Mar. 2, 1926. 

Colonel Kennedy was born in South Carolina Dec. 4, 1865. He is an officer 
of excellent record and wide experience, and holds the D.S.M. and the Navy 
Cross for distinguished services. 

Colonel Kennedy entered the Regular Army as an assistant surgeon early 
in 1893. 








FUTURE OF NAVY AIRSHIPS INVOLVED IN HEARINGS 


UTURE development of lighter-than-air ships by the Navy hinges on the out- 
F come of hearings begun this week. Aviation officers including Rear Admiral 
Moffett, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics; Capt. George W. Steele, 
Jr., U.S.N., commanding the Naval Air Station at Lakehurst, N. J., and others 
appeared before the House Appropriations Committee the early part of the 


week. 

Following this the General Board of the Navy instituted a study of the 
whole problem for the purpose of submitting recommendations as to the future 
policy the Navy will adopt and the same officers presented their views. 


Following the publication of the findings of the Shenandoah Court of Inquiry 
with its recommendations that serious consideration be given to the views of 
Lt. Comdr. Charles Rosendhal, U.S.N., and other witnesses who favored “going 
ahead” with airships, congressional pressure has been brought to bear on the 
department for a decision as to the future policy regarding airships. Senator 
Hale, chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee, has personally taken the 
matter up, and other members of Congress have displayed keen interest. 


Advocates of the big airships are urging that a definite program be. 
advocated to Congress and that funds be requested to start work on two ships 
of approximately 6,000,000 cubic feet capacity to be built by the Navy, and for 
a smaller ship for training purposes to be built by private firms. This program 
would necessarily provide for funds for the maintenance of the Lakehurst 
station and a station on the west coast is also favored. 


It is held that the experimental use of the Shenandoah with the fleet and 
the numerous long flights made by both airships demonstrated their value for 
scouting work at sea and the experts who testified took the view that replace- 
ment of the Shenandoah should be provided for at once. 


It is anticipated that shortly the question wiil come out into the open in 
Congress and an interesting situation develop as very decided views are held 
by both the advocates and the antis.

Change No. 2, Uniform Regulations. 
DECORATIONS, MEDALS, AND BADGES 

In order to clarify the question of wear- 
ing decorations, medals, and badges, large 
and miniature, the following thumb rules 
are published: 

1. There are four types of insignia: (a) 
large medals; (b) miniature medals; (c) 
large ribbons; (d) miniature ribbons. 

2. Medals are worn when gold-striped 
trousers are worn. Ribbons at all other 
times. 

3. Large medals and large ribbons are 
worn with day-time uniforms. 

4, Miniature medals and miniature rib- 
bons are worn with evening uniform. 
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PASSAGE OF ARMY HOUSING BILL 


Passage in Congress of the Wadsworth bill which will correct the present, 
deplorable housing conditions in the Army is now assured. 

Following its passage without question by the Senate, the Military Affairs 
Committee of the House of Representatives, after listening an hour to Secre- 
tary of War Davis, voted on Jan. 7 to report the bill favorably. 

The committee members were visibly aroused to action by Secretary Davis’ 
testimony. Asked by one Congressman if the housing conditions had any 
effect on the morale of the Army, or any bearing on desertions and enlist- 
ment, the Secretary replied in the affirmative, adding that it was a “great 
surprise” to him “to see any morale at all.” 

Secretary Davis testified that there are 2,557 officers and 41,985 enlisted 
men in the United States, Hawaii and Panama living under conditions which 
he described to the committee as “uneconomical, unfair to the personnel, dan- 
gerous to health and life.” 

Terming some of the present barracks and even hospitals as fire traps, 
the Secretary went on to say: 

“No graver problem faces the War Department today than that of pro- 
viding adequate shelter. The officers commanding units in the field are in 
constant dread of the outbreak of a conflagration in groups of temporary 
wooden buildings which are being used for housing purposes. Even greater 
than the apprehension of the outbreak of fire in quarters and barracks is their 
dread of a serious fire in the wooden structures which have of necessity 
been converted into hospitals. 

“The danger of fire in the hospitals is, unfortunately, at its greatest 
during the summer months when those inadequate and dangerous buildings 
are employed not only for the hospitalization of the personnel of the Regu- 
lar Army, but also of the members of the various civilian components and 
students of the citizens’ training activities. 

“That a harrowing loss of human life might ensue as the result of the 
burning of one of these temporary buildings of tinder-box construction is 
evident.” 

The bill provides for the sale of 46 obsolete military reservations through- 
out the country, and the expenditure of the proceeds for new permanent con- 
struction. Among the famous old reservation and forts to go are Fort 
Schuyler, N. Y.; Fort Washington, Md.; Madison Barracks, N. Y.; Key West 
Barracks, Fla.; Jackson Barracks, La.; Fort Crockett, Tex., and Fort Casey, 
Washington. 

The proceeds of the sale, which Secretary Davis has estimated at $20,459,- 
611.02, will go into the Treasury as a separate sum to be used for construc- 
tion purposes by the War Department only. The amount to be spent each 
year will be appropriated by Congress. The Budget Bureau will have nothing 
to do with the sum. 

When asked jokingly by one member of the House committee whether 
he would rather have Congress or the Budget Bureau control the expendi- 
tures, Secretary Davis replied: 

“Well, its between the devil and the deep sea.” 

Advertisement of the property and sale by sealed bids will go forward 
immediately after the bill is passed. 

In summing up his testimony and appeal for passage of the bill, Secre- 
tary Davis said: 

“The present conditions are uneconomical, unfair to personnel and danger- 
ous to health and life. The remedy proposed takes no money from the Treas- 
ury, permits more economical operation, safeguards our men. The interests 
of economy, efficiency, indeed of decency and humanity will be promoted by 
the passage of this bill.”

NAVY DEPENDENTS IN HOSPITALS 


The House Naval Affairs Committee for three days has been holding 
hearings on a bill to allow dependents of officers and enlisted men to go to 
naval hospitals when they require medical attention. 

Anxious for the proposed legislation, the Navy Department sent the fol- 
lowing officers to testify to its need: Adm. E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., Chief of 
Naval Operations; Rear Adm. Wm. R. Shoemaker, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation; Rear Adm. E. H. Campbell, U.S.N., Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy, and Capt. Arthur W. Dunbar, M.C., U.S.N., Acting Surgeon 
General of the Navy. 

Lt. Col. Clement C. Whitcomb, Med. Corps, U.S.A., outlined to Chairman 
Butler the way the Army provides for the treatment at Army hospitals of 
the dependents of its personnel. 

The bill defines a “dependent” as a wife or an unmarried child under 21 
years of age. It also includes the mother of the officer or enlisted man if 
she is actually dependent on him for her chief support. : 

The bill provides that all expenses incurred in connection with the ad- 
mission of such dependents to naval hospitals shall be paid from the naval 
hospital fund, including expenditures for supplies, pay of civilian employes, 
necessary alterations of hospital buildings, and general services. 

The Secretary of the Navy shall designate the hospitals which shall be 
prepared to admit dependent patients and he shall, from time to time, pre- 
scribe the amount per diem which shall be paid for each dependent admitted. 
The amount so determined shall be checked against the pay of the officer 
or the enlisted man concerned. Amounts so paid shall be credited to the 


naval hospital fund.” 








ECRETARY DAVIS WILL ANNOUNCE ARMY AIR LEGISLATION.— 

Secretary of War Davis says he will announce within the next few days 
what legislation he will seek to carry out the recommendations of the Morrow 
Aircraft Board for the Army Air Service. The legislation, drafted by the 
Judge Advocate General’s office, is being thoroughly studied by the Secretary. 
He says it will not vary from the original recommendations of the board as 
published in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 


WO NAVY AVIATION BILLS COMPLETE.—Two of the bills drawn to 
T carry out in the Navy the recommendations of the Morrow Board have 
been completed and sent to the budget. They provide for the appointment 
of another assistant secretary for aviation and to provide promotion for officers 
specializing in aviation. The other two bills are nearing completion and will 





be ready for submission to the budget in a few days.

EXPLANATION OF INCREASES ASKED BY R.O.A. 
1. Pay, more than 15 days.—$75,600 additional. Fourteen (14) additional Re- 


serve officers on active duty for one (1) year at each of the nine corps area head- 
quarters, in the office of The Adjutant General and in the offices -of pas of the 
Chiefs of Branches of the Army. 

2. Mileage, Organized Reserves.—$4,100 additional. For the travel of fourteen 
(14) additional Reserve officers (see 1 above) to division and regimental head- 
quarters and elsewhere in the interest of Organized Reserves. 

3. Mileage, Regular Army.—$176,000 (new item). To enable Regular Army 
executive officers to travel through their regimental areas to the betterment of the 
efficiency of units and individuals. 

4. Commutation and Subsistence—$463,000 (new item). This will provide for 
the commutation of quarters and subsistence of 540 enlisted men of the Regular 
Army on duty at Organized Reserve headquarters. The services of these non-con- 
missioned officers are absolutely necessary for the proper functioning of the adminis- 
trative routine activities. 

9. Clothing and Equipage.—$750,000 (new item). To cover the cost of initial 
uniforms and equipment for the young men who join the Organized Reserves as 
second lieutenants, Their unwillingness to accept commissions and inability to attend 
camp because of the lack of uniforms is extremely harmful to the Reserve project. 





AVY LEGISLATION PROGRESS.—In virtually the same form in which 

it was presented to Congress last year the Equalization Bill, designed 
to provide for the equalization of promotion of officers of the staff corps 
of the Navy with officers of the line, went to Secretary Wilbur for final 
approval this week and to be sent on to Congress. 

A number of minor changes were made in the wording of the bill, but 
they are characterized by the officers handling it as merely a clarification 
and having no bearing on the intent of the legislation. Elimination of a part 
of the section relating to the Chaplain Corps is one of these minor changes. 

The following is a summary of what the naval equalization bill will 
accomplish: 

_ 1. It abolishes all percentages and numbers established by prior acts for 
distribution of staff officers in the ranks or grades of each corps except in 
the rank of rear admiral, which remains as at present. 

2. It establishes ranks of commander and captain in the Dental Corps. 
-.. It provides for the composition, oath, etc., of selection boards for each 

Ss. 

4. It contains rules for establishing the precedence of all officers. 

5. It contains rules for assignment of running mates to staff officers. 

6. It provides that a staff officer shall be eligible for consideration by 4 
selection board when his running mate, or an officer junior to his running 
mate, has been recommended for promotion, and makes staff officers eligible 
for consideration for promotion on the date of this act if their running mates 
have already been promoted to the next higher rank; it provides for the 
appointment of a selection board to consider such officers as soon as practicable 
after passage of the bill. 

_ 7. It provides that the ratio of staff officers actually promoted to those 
eligible for promotion shall be the same as the ratio of line officers promoted 
to those considered by a selection board. 

8. It provides that all acting chaplains shall be commissioned as chaplains 
when advanced to the rank of lieutenant. 

The board studying the line personnel situation, of which Rear Adm. E. H. 
Campbell, U.S.N., is senior member, concluded its hearings this week, and it is 
expected to present to the Secretary of the Navy, during the coming week, the 
conclusions reached and the recommendations of the board for legislation de- 
signed to provide a steady flow of promotion in the Navy. 

The operation of existing law is eliminating more officers in the upper 

ranks, allowing elimination in the lower ranks to depend on natural attrition, 
which ranges from about 3 to 5 percent per year. The so-called “Britten 
Bill,” published last June, was designed to remedy the situation, but its pro 
visions caused such a storm of protest throughout the Service that it was 
discarded and a board appointed to study the line officer personnel problem. 
, The main points at issue are, (1) the question of substituting service 
instead of age in grade for promotion and retirement; (2) the percentage 
of elimination required in each rank to. prevent wholesale elimination of 2 
large number of commanders and captains; (3) the percentage of officers 
required in each rank; (4) the method to be employed in eliminating officers; 
the compensation to be given those officers who will be forced out of the 
Naval Service because of pressure from within; and (5) the status of the 
officers after elimination as regards their further attachment to the service. 
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FFICIENCY REPORTS; SPECIAL QUALIFICATIONS.—An examination 
of efficiency reports by officers of the Regular Army as now submitted, 

reveals the fact that reporting officers are not taking full advantage of Para- 
graph G to report the special qualifications of the officers reported upon. 

Many opportunities, it is pointed out by the War Department, now exist 
for officers to attain special qualifications, which, while not always of a strictly 
military nature, actually add to the officer’s military value, and in fairness to 
the officer should be noted, and these qualifications rated as are those of a 
strictly military nature. 

If an officer is qualified as an athlete, says the War Department, an 
instructor or coach in any class of athletics, or qualified in any pursuit that 
would enhance his value on duty with a Reserve Officers’ Training Corps unit 
or at a Citizens’ Military Training Camp, or with the Organized Reserves or 
other similar assignment, such qualification, with the type of athletics or 
pursuit, such as football, baseball, statistical work, etc., should be noted and 
rating given under Paragraph G on Efficiency Report. 

The instructions for rating officers under Paragraph H of the Efficiency 
Report, according to the War Department, are apparently not being complied 
with in regard to captains and lieutenants. “In rating officers, reporting 
officers must compare them with others of the same grade,” the War Depart- 
ment directs. 


STERING ESPRIT DE CORPS IN THE ARMY.—Much has been said and 

written about fostering esprit de corps among organizations, and the latest 
suggestion comes from a reader of the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, a captain of 
a company, who writes: 

“Can not something be done to do away with this terrible ‘D.O.L.’? The 
War Department is using up reams of paper drooling about organization esprit, 
and so forth, and so on, and yet it is doing the one thing in the world that will 
ruin anything like esprit. For example, I have spent the last four years in 
two regiments; learned all the regimental history, orated at organization day 
dinners, bought insignia, bragged about ‘my regiment,’ and then what? Or- 
dered away. Not only that, but my last order relieved me from the regiment 
entirely and stripped me of all my insignia and of all associations. My crossed 
rifles have no number, my shoulders are bare of the little trinkets that I 
learned to love. I can no longer talk of my regiment. Why even the Reserve 
officers that I am constantly associated with have an organization. Can not 
it be arranged in some way so that officers can remain assigned to a regiment 
until definitely assigned to another? The paper work involved will amount to 
practically nothing at the regiment, but we will have a home. Officers on this 
sort of duty can then wear their distinctive insignia; they can feel that they 
belong to something. People coming in contact with them will notice their 
‘regimentals’ and ask questions, and in time the wonderful histories of our older 
regimentals will become known throughout the country. Then, if the mileage 
will not stand the strain of returning an officer to his regiment after his detail 
is up, transfer him to a closer one. Can not something be done for us step- 
children of the Army—the D.O.L.? Can not we be allowed to wear the insignia 
of the last organization we belonged to, at least? Even in this age of penurious- 
ness that last idea will involve no expense to the Government.” 





‘NHE UNITED STATES GUNBOATS FOR CHINA.—Secretary Wilbur’s de- 

lay in reaching a final decision as to whether the hulls of the four river 
gunboats for the U. S. Navy for service in China will be built in the Chinese 
government-controlled yard or in one of our navy yards has evoked consid- 
erable interest and a somewhat complex situation has arisen. 

On the one hand American labor, with some congressional backing, is 
protesting vigorously against letting the contract to a Chinese firm, nor did 
the official explanation about the saving in cost that could thus be effected 
and spent at home on other work, serve to allay this opposition. Originally 
a departmental letter was written virtually promising this work to the Brook- 
lyn yard, and this premature action has made a final settlement of the 
problem more difficult as it is one of the arguments the yard workers, sup- 
ported by the Federation of Labor, are using. 

On the other hand the Navy advisors of the Secretary are urging him 
strongly to let the contract to the Chinese firm, and the weight of the opinion 
of practically all of his official family is supporting this. The officers, how- 
ever, do not base their argument on the savings to be effected, but on the 
ground of expediency. They point out that time is an essential element if 
these new boats are to be gotten into service before the dry season makes 
another year’s delay necessary. They insist the lives of Americans may be 
endangered, and call his attention to the approximately $200,000,000 worth 
of American exports and imports that these ships protect, and even make 
possible. They claim too that the boats built there under supervision of 
American officers with the Asiatic Fleet, will exactly meet the peculiar con- 
ditions they will have to operate under, and repairs and replacements will 
be more easily effected. 

Long awaited advises from Navy officers in China have just been received 
and an early decision is expected. 


ALUE OF ASSIGNING NAVY SURGEONS AS INTERNES.—With the 

adoption of the practice of appointing selected graduates as assistant sur- 
geons in the U. S. Navy, and then assigning them to naval hospitals for a 
year’s interne service it has been requisite to develop a teaching service on the 
staffs of the larger hospitals. That this requirement has been successfully 
met is evidenced by the reports received from those under instruction and the 
popularity of the naval hospital interne service with the graduating classes. 
This procedure, in the opinion of Surgeon General Stitt, of the Navy, has 
not only relieved the deficiency in the number of medical officers but has 
brought into the service a superior personnel from the graduating classes. 
While not all the internes have elected to continue in the service, the indi- 
cations are that the majority will remain, and those who resign constitute a 
valuable source of officers for the reserve. ; 

In order to establish the fitness of the naval hospitals to meet the require- 
ments for giving interne service the bureau invited a professional survey of 
certain hospitals by the hospital standardization committee of the American 








College of Surgeons. — From the reports received regarding those hospitals 
visited by this committee, it is evident that the naval hospitals have been 
found to far exceed the minimum requirements for interneship. 





lee PEACE TIME ARMY UNIFORM ADVOCATED.—Reliance on blue 
2% as the training uniform for future emergency armies, even early adop- 
tion of that color as the peace time dress of the Regular Army, is regarded 
as highly possible by some officers of the War Department as the result of 
a careful survey of American resources for manufacturing khaki clothing 
which has just been completed by the industrial mobilization wing of the 
national defense planning section. 


The survey is said to have shown that if it became necessary to put 
2,000,000 men into the field it would take six or eight months to equip them 
with khaki clothing, whereas the entire force could be clothed from head to 
foot with 15 days, provided blue cloth were used. 


_ The shortage in khaki is due to the non-existence of that color in ordinary 
civilian use. Ample stocks of blue, both wool and cotton fabric, were found to 
be on hand with facilities for turning out millions of bolts more. 


The blue uniform, of course, would be used only during the period of 
training and mobilization. By the time the troops finished preliminary prepa- 
ration and got ready to move to the zone of operations, khaki, which furnishes 
the necessary degree of low visibility, would be ready for issue to them. 


The blue training uniform as tentatively planned would consist of a four- 
button blue blouse with red shoulder knots to give an ornamental touch, 
blue cloth overseas cap, blue breeches, tan canvas leggings of the lacing kind, 
and black shoes. Tan shoes would be better, it was agreed, but the survey 
disclosed a scarcity of tan Munson last shoes, while wide black shoes were 
shown to be plentiful. 


Now that blue material has been revealed as more plentiful than khaki, 
and in consequence it is believed less expensive, advocates of that color as 
the peace time uniform of the Regular Army and its components, point out 
that from every practical view, blue should be adopted when the present 
stock of khaki runs out. 


A change to blue, it was pointed out, will kindle greater interest in the 
uniform and more esprit de corps. It has been often said that the regard 
that civilians have generally for becoming dress, holds good for the soldier. 
The soldier’s uniform since the war has lost its impressiveness by its use by 
civilians as working clothes. And it has long been the complaint of many 
Army officers that the uniforms of Navy and Marine Corps officers are so 
much more dressy than their own that they suffer by comparison at social 
functions. 

A number of officers predict that the adoption of blue uniform would 
use 4 larger demand for enlistment both in the Regular Army and National 
Guard. 


ESTORATION OF GENERAL PRISONERS AT POSTS.—The War De- 

partment desires to have a change made in the methods of handling gen- 
eral prisoners at the various Army posts, and wants the methods in vogue 
at the United States Disciplinary Barracks and its branches followed as far as 
practicable. To this end the War Department issued the following instruc- 
tions this week: 

It is desired that, so far as practicable, the methods in vogue at the United 
States Disciplinary Barracks and its branches in the handling of general prisoners, 
with the special aim of reclaiming to the Service as many of them as practicable, 
be utilized at the various military posts. Many general prisoners are not sent 
to the disciplinary barracks because of the fact that their sentences are less than 
six months, and some others, whose sentences exceed six months, serve their entire 
sentences owing to the exigencies of the Service, at military posts, thereby not having 
the advantages that would be available to them at the disciplinary barracks. 

These prisoners should be classified, so far as practicable, in harmony with the 
classification at the disciplinary barracks, and the privileges extended to them 
should correspond with those extended to prisoners at that institution. Special 
regulations for the government and discipline of general prisoners are obtainable 
from the commandant of the United States Disciplinary Barracks at Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kans., and all posts, camp and station commanders should apply to him 
for a copy of these regulations to use as a guide in the treatment of prisoners 
under their control. 

While it is impracticable to maintain at posts disciplinary organizations for 
the training of general prisoners similar to those maintained at the disciplinary 
barracks, it would appear to be entirely practicable to arrange for military training 
in accordance with paragraph 17b(1), ARy.600-375. It is desired that the spirit 
of AR 600-395, relating to general prisoners at the disciplinary barracks, be carried 
out by all post, camp and station commanders in so far as practicable. 


*NLISTED STRENGTH OF REGULAR ARMY WILL NOT BE RE- 
DUCED.—tThe enlisted strength of the Regular Army in the fiscal year 
1927 will remain at 118,750, according to a statement made by Secretary of 
War Davis on Jan. 5. But, inasmuch as a lesser amount is available in the 
Budget for “Pay of the Army” during the fiscal year 1927, it will be neces- 
sary to reduce the number of non-commissioned officers, privates first class, 
and specialists, below that authorized at the present time.

Accompanying 
this decrease in non-commissioned officers, there will be an increase in privates 
by approximately 2,967. ; és. aoe * 
“In bringing about this unavoidable reduction,” says Mr, Davis, “no non- 
commissioned officers, privates first class, or specialists will be reduced in 
grade. The reduction will be brought about through the normal losses to the 
Service in non-commissioned officers, privates first class, and specialists; and, 
for a short time it will be necessary for the War Department to discontinue 
original appointments and promotions. It is contemplated that, for most 
grades, this cessation of promotions and appointments will run for a period 
of probably not exceeding four months.”

CONDITION OF 2D C.A. UNITS 


As a result of the annual inspections 
of the Regular, National Guard, Organ- 
ized Reserves, and C.M.T.C. units of the 
2d Corps Area, at summer training camps, 
by Ma). Gen. Charles P. Summerall, com- 
manding the 2d Corps Area, the general 
has issued some valuable comment point- 
ing out what = deticiencies should be 
remedied and giving praise where it is due. 
General Summerall, among other things, 
states that he feels increased contidence in 
the ability of the command to reach the 
objectives which have been assigned to 
them, and to perform the missions which 
may be allotted in any emergency. 

While General Summerall gives full 
credit to the officers and men who have 
contributed to the development of military 
efficiency, the results of the inspections, 
he points out,: would not be constructive 
if he failed to show the need for improve- 
ment in some of the basic elements which 
constitute the foundation of military effi- 
ciency. 

The following are some of the extracts 
from General Summerall’s comments: 


REGULAR ARMY 


Moral and discipline of the personnel are 
generally satisfactory and in many cases the 
standard of excellency has been attained. In 
most of the organizations the uniforms were of 
the uniform color and pattern. Generally 
speaking the saluting was not made the cere- 
mony which it deserves, and there seemed to 
be a lack of promptness and exactness of execu- 
tion. 

The company property 
formly in good condition. 

The close order drills in general were be 
low any standard that should be accepted by 
Regular troops. There was a general lack of 
snap and precision in the marching, evidenced 
by lack of steadiness after the halt. The execu- 
tion of the Manuel of Arms is criticized. 
Intervals and distances were not generally good 
in drilling. In many instances the step was 
short, and the cadence invariably slow. The 
requirements of the Drill Regulations were not 
followed accurately. 

Bayonet exercises were not, in general, of 
the standard desired, and needs closer regi- 
mental supervision and the direct personal 
leadership of company officers. 

The guards turned out at the guard houses 
did not, in general, make a particularly fine 
appearance, and there was a lack of both confi- 
dence in commanding, and an absence of pre- 
cision. The pistol manual was seldom credit- 
able and commanders of guards did not com- 
mand them in accordance with regulations. The 
mess arrangements for prisoners, in general, 
was not satisfactory. The condition and serv- 
iceability of the transportation throughout the 
corps were excellent. 

In many organizations the purpose of these 
demonstrations was not clearly understood. The 
execution was generally elementary and showed 
lack of detailed instruction. 

e barracks in general were well arranged, 
policed and sanitary. All of the messes and 
company funds were found to be solvent, prop- 
erly audited and inspected. The corrals, stables 
and harness, in general, were in excellent con- 
dition. 

In Field Artillery firing the conduct of the 


inspected was uni- 





fire and the adjustment of the firing by air- 
plane were most creditable. In fire superiority 
problems in some cases were satisfactory and 
in some cases unsatisfactory. 

The organization for the Brigade, Regimental 
and Battalion problems were excellent. 


NATIONAL GUARD 


The state of training, organization and dis- 
cipline of the National Guard in each state 
vary, and where one deficiency applies to one 
state, it may not to another state. Of primary 
importance is the lack of technical executive 
and administrative ability on the part of many 
officers and particularly the field officers. 

Exceedingly poor armory drill attendance and 
the presence of a very large percentage of re- 
cruits at camp has resulted in much valuable 
time being spent in preliminary instruction, 
thus delaying instruction in technical training. 

Discipline, military courtesy and the wearing 
of the uniform were below the standard. Care 
of Government property is not given proper 
attention. 

Numerous minor accidents have occurred most 
of which could probably have been avoided by 
more careful supervision of the part of bat- 
tery officers. Training of non-commissioned offi- 
cers have been neglected. 

There is a lack of attention to detail in 
training of units, which is probably due to 
ignorance, non-familiarity with the movements 
being executed, lack of experience, inattention, 
or lack of preparation. Attempts have been 
made to pass on to advanced training before 
fundamentals were perfected. 

There is a lack of facilities for training 
special units, as Motor Transport Co. and Motor- 
eycle Co. 

There is a lack of transportation and animals 
for training service companies. Time is lost 
because of difficulty of procuring, issuing, tak- 
ing in, and taking care of supplies. 

Issued uniforms are poor in quality, pattern, 
and do not fit well. Therefore several regi- 
ments are considering adopting distinctive uni- 
forms. 

Reserve officers were attached to the N.Y.N.G., 
and effort was made to instruct them and give 
them an opportunity to command units appro- 
priate to their rank. During armory training 
period theoretical and practical training was 
given to cooks, supply sergeants, and mess ser- 


geants. 
ORGANIZED RESERVES 


There has been a marked advance both in in- 
active and active training and enthusiasm by 
the Organized Reserves during the past 12 
months. Progress has been made in the or- 
ganization of regimental units and in perfect- 
ing mobilization plans. 

Reserve officers should be encouraged to wear 
smart uniforms and bring sabres when on an 
active trajning tour. 

Only by placing a maximum responsibility 
upon Reserve Unit commanders can Reserve 
Units be developed to their highest efficiency. 
This responsibility must be existent throughout 
the year. 

Exactness should be required in the training 
given Reserve officers and they should be re- 
quired to learn thoroughly the Training Regu- 
lations covering the day’s work. 

The courses of instruction were found to be 
in accordance with War Department programs. 
Teaching methods were in most cases satisfac- 
tory. 

The practical instruction in general was very 
satisfactory. In some instances groups were 
too large for instructional purposes. 

The conduct of the R.O.T.C. camps in 1925 
was generally very satisfactory. 

Strict discipline should be enforced. A _ re- 
markable improvement was noted in this respect 
during the past summer, but discipline is still 
not as exact as it should be.

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FIRST U. S. INF. 1925 YEAR BOOK

creditable Year Book for 1925. The Coat 
of Arms used from 1784 to 1923 is con- 
spicuously displayed while on the cover is 
emblazoned the new Coat of Arms ap- 
proved in 1923. Lt. V. L. Nash, regi- 
mental adjutant, is the managing editor 
of the work and Lt. W. W. Lloyd is the 
editor. The pamphlet deals with the 
history of the regiment, beginning June 
3, 1874, and follows its fortunes down to 
the end of 1925. There is a chronological 
list of battles, actions, ete., in which the 
regiment participated. The first action 
participated in by 30 men was on Oct. 
19, 1790, near Old Chillicothe on the 
Miami River, and the last action in which 
a unit of the regiment participated in was 
Mar. 26, 1902, in the Philippine Islands.

General Pershing to Win 
EN. JOHN J. PERSHING, U.S.A., will not return to Arica after his de- 


parture from that territory on Jan. 15. While the General is not seriously 
ill, his health demands care and attention. It is known that when the President 


first made the suggestion that he serve as his representative in the Chile- 
Peruvian dispute, the general stated that he would be glad to act provided 
his physical condition continued satisfactory. Not that the general was ill, 
but he was doubtful as to how the climate might affect him. His teeth have 
caused him considerable concern, and his physician has concluded it would 
be wise for him to return home. 

Before his departure, it can be stated definitely that there will be a 
definite and revolutionary change in the attitude of Chile. Senor Edwards, the 
chief of the Chilean delegation, who, striving for home popularity, has em- 
barrassed General Pershing’s mediatory efforts, will be removed, if he does 
not resign, and all of the General’s proposals will be formally accepted by 
the Santiago Government. Thus, General Pershing will emerge victorious 
from the situation, and his successor will be able to carry on his work to a 
successful fruition, provided Peru continues the conciliatory course she has 
been pursuing. 

The press of the country generally has commended General Pershing’s 
handling of the dispute. And, if all signs are right, they will after Jan. 
15 pay to him tribute for the successful completion of his mission. 

More power to you, General, and best wishes for health and further service. 


Latimer or Lassiter May Go 

Two officers are under consideration as the successor of General Pershing. 
Rear Adm. Julius L. Latimer, commanding Special Service Squadron, and Maj. 
Gen. William Lassiter, commanding Panama Canal Dept. Rear Adm. Latimer 
was extremely popuiar with both Chileans and Peruvians, and General Lassiter 
is regarded as a man of keen ability and judgment. There has been talk of 
dispatching a member of the Diplomatic Corps to Arica, but the disposition of 
the President, according to all reports, is to assign an officer of the Army or the 
Navy to the performance of the difficult task which General Pershing is com- 
pelled to relinquish. 

It is a matter of satisfaction to the Army and Navy that the administration 
will continue to rely upon one of their number to conduct the delicate negotiation 
involved in the settlement of this age-long dispute. In this connection, it is 
worth while recalling that Maj. Gen. Enoch H. Crowder is still minister to Cuba. 
One hears only pleasant things about Cuba nowadays, and General Crowder is 
to be congratulated upon having guided crises so as to prevent friction with the 


United States. 





Isolation Requires Defence 
ECRETARY OF STATE KELLOGG made a speech in New York re- 
cently which deservedly ranks as a state paper. Forcefully and definitely 
he set forth the foreign policies of the Administration. He again served notice 
of the “fixed determination” of the United States to avoid participation in 


purely political matters. 


“Not since 1798 has the United States been a party to any military alliance,” he 
said. “We shall go to the very limit of reasonable cooperation for all legitimate pur- 
poses but we will not under any circumstances commit ourselves to the European 
system of alliances and counter-alliances to maintain the balance of power upon that 
continent. * * * It is doubtful if they have ever contributed to the maintenance 


of peace.” 

There ought to be no doubt, in view of the above, of the Administration’s 
stand on European questions. But we shall be let alone only if our condition 
of preparedness makes it apparent that we would be a rough customer to 
handle. 

Isolation in a greedy world remains isolation if adequately armed. 


The United States Pledged to Make Sacrifices at Geneva 

The fact must not be lost sight of that in entering the conference the 
United States does so with the purpose of promoting disarmament even at 
its own cost. In other words, the President, by accepting the invitation, has 
declared this Government is ready to make additional sacrifices, and there is not 
the slightest doubt that Congress will follow his lead. By the treaties of Wash- 
ington, the United States abandoned the opportunity to become a great sea 
power and surrendered the opportunity to employ safely her capital in exploit- 
ing the resources of the Orient. Japan’s gain lay in the elimination of America 
as a menace to her naval and commercial expansion in that region. Great 
Britain won the retention for years to come of the title of mistress of the 
seas, since her fleet during that period, being more homogeneous and better 
manned and trained, and enjoying a vast reservoir of auxiliaries in her mer- 
chant marine, would maintain its superiority. r 

What did we gain? The promotion of peace. What will we gain in the 
coming conference? The promotion of peace. Let us hope that the American 
delegation will so conduct itself in the coming conference as to assure for the 
sacrifices to be made a real and substantial progress in the way of the pre- 
vention of future wars. But even the pursuit of such an ideal should not, 
must not, lead us to the sacrifice of our interests for the benefit of some other 
nation. If we are to give, others equally should give. The scales should and 


must be kept even.

Every day at lunch time, in that little space of Paris bounded by the rue Boissy 
d'Anglais, the rue de Rivoli, the Avenue de l’Opera and the Boulevards, one can see 
the smart Parisienne dressed in the very latest fashion from her hat (‘the newest 
Reboux shape, my dear”) to her lizard walking shoes after a pattern designed by 
Perugia. When I say “Parisienne,” naturally I include the American or English 
woman who comes here regularly every season and buys all her clothes in Paris. 
At the Ritz, Larue’s, Voisin’s, Viel’s, or Ciro’s they open up or remove their fur- 
trimmed coats, and one can get glimpses of the frocks, which studiously match the 
outer garments. 

The weather having been exceptionally fine, coats and hats in bright colors 
are predominant. At the Ritz the other day 1 saw a _ particularly pleasing 
combination worn by a well-known Belgian lady. The coat was a sapphire blue 
yelvet, trimmed with silver fox; the toque was of the same velvet; and the dress 
was of crepe Georgette of the same color. She was carrying a blue velvet handbag. 
The coat had 6-inch bands of the silver fox on each side, forming the “godets,” and 
there was a deep collar of the same fur. The wide fur cuffs were narrowed and 
gathered at the wrist, giving the effect of a sort of small muff on each arm. 

At Larue’s I saw a Frenchwoman wearing a coat with a waistcoat or “gilet’’ to 
match, of sage green poplin trimmed with squirrel, with a felt “cloche’” hat of a 
deeper shade of green.

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ETERINARY SCHOOL OF U.S. ARMY MOST UP TO DATE IN WORLD.— 

It will be interesting to take notice of the great advance made by the 
Veterinary School of the United States Army, since its organization in 1917. 
“At that time,” says Lt. Col. William P. Hill, Vet. Corps., U.S.A., in con- 
cluding an article in the Military Surgeon, “it was a course of six weeks’ 
duration and included meat inspection only. In 1920 administration and sani- 
tation were added to this course. In 1922 the school was moved from Chicago 
to the Army Medical Center at Washington, and forage inspection, preventive 
medicine and clinical pathology, roentgenology, and veterinary surgery were 
added to its curriculum. The writer, who was a military observer abroad 
during the World War and had the opportunity to visit the military veterinary 
schools of many foreign armies, can unqualifiedly state that in his opinion 
the present veterinary school of the United States Army is the most modern 
and up to date of any such school in the world. 
_ “To continue further the. progress of the Veterinary School a new build- 
ing seems quite a necessity. A hospital and operating room should also. be 
supplied, as we are at present entirely dependent upon the outside station 
of Fort Myer, Va., for this instruction. A refresher course for veterinary field 
officers would also be an advantage to the Service.”

EW ARMORY FOR MICHIGAN NATIONAL GUARD.—The organizations 

of the National Guard of Michigan located in Flint, came into possession 
on Dec. 11 last of a handsome and well-equipped modern armory. This new 
building cost $220,000 to erect, the city contributing $80,000, while the state 
appropriated $140,000. The armory is equipped with company meeting rooms, 
shooting range for small arms, and a drill hall for foot troops. The build- 
ing is occupied by Infantry and Field Artillery. These organizations com- 
prise companies E and H and Headquarters of Second Battalion of the 125th 
Infantry, and Battery C, Battalion Headquarters and Combat Train of the 
2d Battalion of the 119th Field Artillery. All these organizations belong to 











HE GERMAN AIR RAIDS OVER ENGLAND.—Some valuable official data 

regarding the air raids in England by the Germans during the World War 
has been compiled by Capt. Joseph Morris, formerly of the Royal Air Force. 
The facts set forth by Captain Morris so interestingly dispose of the assertion 
made some time since by Sir Samuel Hore that only 300 tons of bombs were 
dropped by the Germans over England during the World War. Captain Morris 
in his book, entitled “The German Air Raids on Great Britain,” shows that 
many more tons of explosives than 300 were dropped in England. He pointed 
out that there were 51 airships and 52 airplane attacks on British soil during 
the war. London was bombarded 12 times by airships and 19 times by air- 
plane. In all, 1,413 persons were killed and 3,408 others were wounded in 
these raids, more than half of the casualties being in London. The attacks 
lasted from that of an airplane on Dover, on Dec. 24, 1914, and the two 
Zeppelins which bombed Norfolk, King’s Lynn and Yarmouth, on the night 
of Jan. 19, 1915, killing four people, to what Captain Morris calls the biggest 
air raid of the war, on the night of May 19, 1918, when, following their Spring 
offensive in France, the Germans mustered some 40 Gothas and Giants, which 
killed 155 people in Southend, Margate, Dover, Rochester and London. Few 
people in the east and southeast parts of England but had some experience 
in connection with these raids.

| ADIO amateurs throughout the United States can now become valuable 
cogs in the national defense system of the United States through coopera- 
tion with either the Army or Navy. 

As announced in this paper last week, the War Department approved an 
arrangement between the Signal Corps of the Army and the radio amateurs 
through the American Radio Relay League which will enable amateur oper- 
ators all over the United States to become affiliated with the Army and yet 
retain their independence of action. 

The Navy, through the enlistment of amateurs in the Naval Reserve, is 
also building up a reserve of radio men for use in a national emergency. The 
Navy Department is cooperating with the American Radio Relay League, and 
plans are now being made to extend the scope of radio affiliations between the 
Navy and civilian operators. 


ARMY 


The Army plan deals with an interior communication system, a net, which 
will cover the country from coast to coast. Progress is being made in strength- 
ening the system by applications of amateurs to have their stations designated 
as “Army amateur stations” and when the system is developed further it 
will prove an invaluable aid in peace as well as war. It is believed that the 
system will show its worth in peace when floods, forest fires, earthquakes and 
other natural disasters wreck other communication systems temporarily. 

The details of organization include National Guard and Organized Reserve 
units as well as the Regular Army and independent civilian operators. 

It is planned to form the National Guard units of each state into a sepa- 
rate net called the “Governor’s Net.” The Organized Reserve units will have 
their own net, being formed by divisions. A short wave radio station for 
each Guard and Reserve unit down to the company forms the basis of the 
proposed system. 

These stations, whether in the Governor’s Net or the Reserve Net, will 
be controlled by a Corps Area Station located at Corps Area headquarters. 
The Corps Area Nets will, in turn, be controlled by the central station at 
Fort Monmouth, N. J., which will be the master station of the system. 

The work will consist of handling military radio traffic for an hour or 
two a week in the evening. The amateur stations included in the net must 
maintain a definite schedule, during which they can be communicated with. 
Licensed transmitting amateurs providing their own apparatus are eligible 
for application to be designated as one of the stations of the net. 


NAVY 


The Navy, at present, has all its amateur operators commissioned or 
enlisted in the Naval Reserve and they have been very active. One of the 
outstanding Naval Reserve communication units is located at Winter Park, 
Fla. It is commanded by Lt. W. J. Lee, U.S.N.R. The station has been 
designated as 4NKF. 

It has been suggested that since enlistment in the Naval Reserve is 
barred to those under 18 years, that the Navy form a Junior Naval Com- 
munication League to interest radio amateurs below that age. This is con- 
sidered the most feasible plan yet suggested to secure a reserve of trained 
operators eligible for enlistment in the Naval Reserve when they can meet 
age eligibility requirements. 

In regard to the Navy system of cooperating with amateurs, it has been 
pointed out that in no way do the Army and Navy plans conflict. The Army 
primarily is interested in developing a land communication system; the 
Navy in training its operators for service afloat with the fleet in the event 
of a national emergency. 

Licensed radio amateurs can secure ratings in the Naval Reserve up 
to Radioman lc (first class), according to their proficiency. 

With the recent action of the War Department, the Services and the radio 
amateurs are reaching a point where a real national defense system in the 
radio field is in the making. 


The White bill, which would give Secretary of Commerce Hoover admin- 
istrative charge of radio and establish a commission of nine to pass on licenses, 
etc., was approved in principle Jan. 6 before the House Merchant Marine Com- 
mittee by Capt. Ridley McLean, U.S.N., Director of Naval Communications, 
and Lt. E. M. Webster, U.S.C.G. Secretary Hoover and representatives of 
private radio and telephone concerns also opposed the principle of the bill. 
Secretary Hoover stated that Government control was necessary to prevent 
confusion in the air. 


The U.S.S. Wyoming will soon be equipped with a model TP radio trans- 
mitter. The transmitter has passed inspection at New York and will be 
shipped to the Wyoming. 


Dr. H. C. Hayes, of the Naval Research Laboratory, Bellevue, D. C., who 
is well known in radio circles, has been presented with a gold medal for his 
work in acoustic engineering by the American Geographical Society.

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APEL COLLAR FOR U.S.M.C.—No immediate decision is to be made regard- 
ing the adoption of the lapel collar for the Marine Corps uniforms. Samples 
have been prepared under the quartermaster’s direction and the matter came 
up for thorough discussion at this week’s conference. It was decided to give 
the officer personnel an opportunity to express their views before final action 
was taken. In view of the experience of the experiment tried in Haiti where 
ractically all the officers, after trying the lapel collar, approved the change 
it is believed that a large percentage of the officers of the corps will advocate 
its adoption. 

It is planned, however, to restrict the change to the field uniforms, the 
blue dress to remain unchanged. One reason for this is the item of expense 
involved. In the case of the officers this expense would be borne by them and 
in the case of the enlisted men it would entail a heavy cost to the Govern- 
ment on account of the large stock of clothing now on hand.

INTER PROBLEMS OF 355TH FIELD ARTILLERY.—tThe Reserve Off- 

cers of the 355th Field Artillery, Colonel de Funiak, of the 76th Division, 
held their monthly meeting in New Haven, Conn., in the armory of the Goy- 
ernor’s. Foot Guard. The major problem of the winter is a troop leading 
problem, and involves a reinforced brigade in a meeting engagement with 
enemy forces of approximately the same strength, is now ready for distribu- 
tion to the officers of the regiment.

EVELOPING AVIATION IN NAVAL RESERVE.—Supplementing the 

funds in the budget recommendations for the Naval Air Reserve forces, 
President Coolidge this week sent to the House a request for an increase of 
$230,000 to “further develop aviation of the Naval Reserve.” 

According to the Budget Director this amount will provide flight training 
of twenty-seven additional hours in the air for each of 240 Reserve Officers, 
for training forty-four additional student aviators and for training 200 addi- 
tional fleet reserve enlisted men as avaition mechanics. Five new training 
planes will be required. 

This is the first of several sizeable items not included in the original 
estimates submitted by the budget that are to be sent to Congress. 

The estimates were based on the fifth recommendation of the Morrow 

Board, which provides for additional planes and suitable provisions for the 
training of Reserves. It is planned to expand the training in the following 
ways: : 
Instead of giving the already qualified Naval Reserve aviation officers 
only 18 hours flying during the year, it is desired to give 45 hours per year. 
During the hearings in December before the House Subcommittee on Appro- 
priations, the committee indicated its desire that this increase be provided for 
in order that these officers might progress each year. 

This flying is to be performed at the four Naval Reserve aviation stations 
at Boston, New York, Chicago, and Seattle. This will require $198,930 for 
flying pay and for five additional planes and spares. The additional planes 
will be necessary, as the increase to 5,480 hours of flying time annually will 
—— more rapid replacement, as the flying life of a plane is about 1,000 

ours. 

The rest of the funds asked for is for the 22 additional students to complete 
training, and includes travel costs, training pay, and allowances and other 
incidentals.

UNITED STATES FLEET 

The United States Fleet began its exo- 
dus from the northern bases and navy 
yards on Jan. 4 to conduct the winter 
maneuvers and exercises under command 
of Adm. 8S. 8S. Robison, U.S.N. 

The Control Force, 
consisting of the mine 
squadrons and _— sub- 
marine divisions oper- 
ating in the Atlantic 
left their home navy 
yards on Jan. 4 for 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba. 
The U.S.S.. Camden, 
flagship of Rear Adm. 
H. H. Christy, U.S.N., 
with Submarine Divi- 
sions 3 and 4 and the 

Adml. 8.8. Robison U.S.S. S-47, left New 

London on that date 
for Guantanamo. Mine Squadron 1 left 
Philadelphia on the same date for Guan- 
tanamo, where they will join the Camden 
and submarines. Submarine Divisions 8 
and 19 will remain at Coco Solo until the 
arrival of the remainder of the Control 
Force, when they will join up and pro- 
ceed through the Canal to Pacific waters. 

The Scouting Fleet was ordered to start 
south on Jan. 8 The light cruiser divi- 
sions, except the Trenton and Raleigh, will 
leave their home navy yards on that date 
for the Guantanamo area. On the same 
date the Concord and those vessels of the 
destroyer squadrons, not undergoing over- 
haul, will leave for Guantanamo. The 
three battleships of the Scouting Fleet now 
in full commission will sail on the follow- 
ing dates for the Guantanamo area: New 
York and Utah leave Jan. 14, and the 
Wyoming about Jan, 26. The Wyoming 
may be delayed at the New York Navy 
Yard for a day or two but will join the 
Scouting Fleet in sufficient time to pro- 
ceed with them to the Canal Zone. 

The aireraft squadrons will remain at 
Hampton Roads until Jan. 11, when they 
will proceed to Guacanayabo Bay, Cuba, 
for exercises. The air squadrons, Seout- 
ing Fleet, will operate in Cuban waters 
during the greater part of the winter and 
spring although part of these squadrons 
will operate with the fleet at Panama. 

The battleships, light cruisers, and de- 
stroyers will operate and fire certain tar- 
get practices while in Guantanamo in Jan- 
uary, and on or about the first of Feb- 
ruary will proceed to the Canal Zone and 
transit the Canal in sufficient time to par- 
ticipate in the U.S. Fleet problem with 
the Battle Fleet. The Control Force will 
also conduct exercises enroute to Panama 
and join with the submarine divisions 
based at Coco Solo upon arrival. 

The Battle Fleet will leave the San 
Diego—San Pedro base on Feb. 1 and will 
oppose the Scouting Fleet in the U.S. Fleet 
problem which will take place during the 
week, Feb. 8 to 13. 

The U.S.S. Seattle will leave the New 
York Navy Yard about Jan. 18 and pro- 
ceed direct to the Guantanamo area. After 
observing the work of the Scouting Fleet 
in the vicinity of Guantanamo, and prob- 
ably visiting several other ports in that 
vicinity, the U.S.S. Seattle will leave for 
Panama and transit the Canal in time to 
leave Balboa on Feb. 8. During the U.S. 
Fleet problem the U.S.S. 
such a position as to be in close contact 
with the opposing forces in the problem. 

In addition to the U.S. Fleet problem to 
be played the second week in February, 
maneuvers will be conducted during the 
last week in February and the first week 
in March, all ships of the fleet present par- 
ticipating. 











Upon the completion of the fleet maneu- 
vers, about March 15, the Scouting Fleet 
will return to Guantanamo and upon com- 
pletion of target practice will return to 
northern ports. The Control Force will 
remain in Canal Zone waters during April 
and then proceed to New London, stop- 
ping at various United States ports en- 
route. It is probable that the Control 
Force will stop for several days at 
Annapolis near the end of May. 

The Battle Fleet will leave Panama in 
time to arrive in the San Diego-San Pedro 
area on April 1 in order to complete the 
annual target practices. Submarine Divi- 
sion will accompany the submarine 
divisions, Battle Fleet, and will become a 
permanent part of this organization upon 
completion of the winter maneuvers. 


The 0.S.S. Tennessee will not accom- 
pany the Battle Fleet to Panama but will 
remain at San Pedro until Feb. 24 and 
then proceed to the navy yard, Puget 
Sound, arriving there on Mar. 1, to un- 
dergo annual overhaul and docking.

The Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
Hon. T. Douglas Robinson, will make a 
trip to southern waters during the month 
of March. Mr. Robinson will proceed to 
Panama on the U.S.S. Colorado, leaving 
Norfolk Navy Yard on Mar. 4, and arriv- 
ing at Panama prior to the breaking up 
of the United States Fleet concentration. 
Mr. Robinson will then proceed to Guan- 
tanamo with the vessels of the Scouting 
Fleet and after a short visit there proceed 
to the Virgin Islands and Haitian ports. 
He will then return to. Guantanamo and 
leave there on April 1 on the U.S.S. De- 
troit for Norfolk. 

The Assistant Secretary will be able to 
inspect the United States Fleet and other 
naval activities in southern waters during 
his trip. 

The Bureau of Navigation has author- 
ized the Commander in Chief, United 
States Fleet, to make transfers of the offi- 
cers between ships of the United States 
Fleet during the stay of the fleet in 
Panama waters. 

During the United States Fleet concen- 
tration there are always many requests 
from officers of one fleet to transfer with 
officers of the other fleet and it is the de- 
sire of the bureau and the Commander in 
Chief to permit these transfers without 
undue delay with a minimum of corre- 
spondence, 

Prior to the arrival of the United States 
Fleet in the Canal Zone the Commander 
in Chief, Battle Fleet, the Commander, 
Scouting Fleet, and the Commander Con- 
trol Force, will obtain the names of the 
officers of their units desiring to transfer 
to various other units of the fleet. These 
unit commanders will forward, to the Com- 
mander in Chief, United States Fleet, not 
later than Feb. 20, a list of the officers 
whose transfers are approved. If trans- 
fers in exchange can be arranged they will 
be made during the stay of the Fleet in 
Panama, probably about Mar. 10. 

_ Orders have also been issued tending to 
simplify the transfer in exchange between 
enlisted men of the various units of the 
fleet. Formerly it has been necessary for 
transfers in exchange to be approved by 
the various unit commanders and by the 
Commander in Chief, United States Fleet. 
before the exchange took place. Transfers 
in exchange will now be made by arranging 
with the commanding officers of the indi- 
vidual ships concerned, providing men to 
be transferred are of similar rating and 


provided both commanding officers are 
agreeable, 
Admiral Robison, the Commander in 


Chief, United States Fleet, Rear Admiral 
Bostwick, chief of staff, and Comdr. C. W. 
Nimitz, assistant chief of staff, will visit 
the Naval War College, Newport, on Mon- 
day, Jan. 11, as guests of Rear Adm. W. 
V. Pratt, president of the college. 

Rear Adm. T. P. Magruder, commander, 
Light Cruiser Divisions, will continue in 
command of the Light Cruiser Divisions 
during the coming winter cruise. Rear 
Admiral Magruder will have served two 
years in command of the light cruisers in 
January, but will not be relieved until the 
return of the fleet in May. 





UNVEILING MAINE MEMORIAL 


The Navy will be represented at the 
ceremonies incidental to the unveiling of 
the Maine Memorial tablet to be held at 

avana on February 15 under the auspices 
of the Spanish War Veterans by two 
destroyers and two _ submarines. The 
destroyers, Smith Thompson, commanded 
by Comdr. L. B. Anderson, and the Tracy, 
commanded by Comdr. H. F. Glover, and 
the fleet submarines, V-1, commanded by 
Lt. Comdr. S. Picking, and the V-2, com- 
manded by Lt. Comdr. G. A. Rood, have 
been designated for this duty. Commander 
Anderson will be the senior officer present 
and will represent the department. 





THE BRITTEN BILL 

One of the principal topics of dis- 
cussion in the Navy is the Britten 
bill, relating to personnel. Enlisted 
men who have held temporary com- 
missions, are particularly concerned 
with some of the provisions of the bill. 
An experienced warrant officer of many 
years service in writing to the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL, thus sets forth the 
average opinion of the bill. 

Enlisted men of the Navy after 16, 20, 
or 30 years’ service are entitled to change 
from active duty status to the Fleet Naval 





Reserve with certain allowances 
amounts in some cases to more than 2% 
percent of their pay for each year of 
service. 

Under the act of June 4, 1920, a few 
enlisted men who held temporary com- 
missions during the war were found pro- 
fessionally qualified for permanent com- 
missioned rank in the Navy. 

Any Naval Academy graduate will tell 
you that these former enlisted men, with 
rare exception, make excellent officers in 
the grade of ensign, junior and senior 


lieutenant. As watch officers, division offi- 
cers, leaders of men and assistants to 
heads of departments, they are hard to 


beat. As a result of years of practical 
experience they stand well above the 
average Naval Academy graduate of corre- 
sponding rank; the older Naval Academy 
officers will admit this. 

According to the views of Mr. Britten, 
the Naval Academy graduate has a foun- 
dation of technical education which many 
of the former enlisted men now holding 
commissions do not possess. 

When the examinations were held in 
1921 to carry out the provisions of the 
act of June 4, 1920, no academic studies 
or problems were given, educational quali- 
fications were not called for. The Bureau 
of Navigation was very liberal in the 
marking papers of candidates. Ex-en- 
listed men holding temporary commissions 
and with good records were given every 
encouragement and opportunity to make 
permanent grade. Many of them did, and 
they have made good officers. 

The majority of these officers would now 
be in the Fleet Naval Reserve after 16, 
20 or 30 years’ service if they had not 
been given permanent commissions. 

When it comes to complete qualifications 
of a naval officer, including the finer points 
of an academic education, the ex-enlisted 
man, as stated by Mr. Britten, is unfor- 
tunately lacking. But having, for some 
reason or other, been carried along, he has 
given his very best to the service and 
to those officers who made it possible for 
him to maintain his commissioned status. 
Loyalty is an outstanding feature of his 
fitness reports.

Now comes the process of elimination, 
the Britten bill. The feature of the bill 
requiring that junior and senior lieuten- 
ants be selected for promotion should be 
enacted; but it places the “mustang” in a 
dangerous position. I hesitate to believe 
there would be any discrimination toward 
the ex-enlisted man when he became due 
for selection for promotion, or when his 
papers were being marked by Naval 
Academy graduates; still there would be 
an opportunity, and probably some justi- 
fication for such. What should have been 
done in 1921 is likely to become effective 
now—a stiffer examination, and closer 
marking of papers. Any of us will take 
our chances on examination, but I can sug- 
gest a fair, and I believe a popular alter- 
native. 

It has been a wonderful privilege for 
me to have worn the uniform of a com- 
missioned officer. Also if had not 
been commissioned, it would have been a 
wonderful privilege to be in the Fleet 
Naval Reserve after 16 or 20 years’ sery- 
ice. 

If the powers that be want to 
the ex-enlisted man that he will not be 
discriminated against, let them provide for 
our passing into the Fleet Naval Reserve 
with a small bonus and 2% percent of our 
pay for each year of service, voluntarily, 
or in the event of failing in examination 
or selection for promotion. The enlisted 
men get it. Figures will show that the 
Government would save money by this 
plan, and no better material for a reserve 
force could be found. 

It is hoped that a final decision will be 
reached during this session of Congress. 
The commissioned personnel is in a <(e- 
cided state of unrest and the talk of elimi- 
nating entile Naval Academy classes is not 
improving the efficiency of the Navy. 

Give the officer with enlisted service the 
same privilege he would have had had he 
not accepted a “permanent” commission. 
If this is not done, those ex-temporary 
officers who declined to take the examina

tion in 1921 must be credited with won- 
derful foresight.

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NAVY RELIEF FOR SAMOA 


The U.S.S. Sirius, a naval cargo ship, 
is available at San Francisco with space 
for supplies, and for stricken Samoa the 
American merchant steamship Oceanic, 
which is due to sail from San Francisco 
Jan. 12, arriving at Pago, Pago, Samoa, 
on Jan. 25, has sufficient space available 
to carry all of the supplies so far asked 
el by the Governor of Samoa except lum- 
er. 

The commander in chief of the Battle 
Fleet has designated the U.S.S. Kanawha, 
an oiler, which is at San Diego, or Mine 
Squadron 2 which is at Honolulu to act 
as relief ships, if immediate relief in small 
amounts is required. 

The Oceanic will be used to carry relief 
supplies. If the Governor of Samoa asks 
for supplies in excess of the amount that 
that ship can carry, one or more of the 
above ships will be dispatched as soon as 
the stores can be taken aboard.

Spain Admiral Harber was serving aboard the 
U.S.S. Texas as executive officer during the 


destruction of the Spanish fleet under Cevera, 
off Santiago, and was advanced five numbers 
for conspicuous service, One of the most out- 
standing events in his career occurred during 
1882-84 when he held the rank of lieutenant. 
He was placed on special duty to proceed to 
Siberia to bring home the bodies of Commander 

and their 


De Long and D. Ambler, U.S.N., 

companions of the Jeannette expedition, who 
starved to death at the mouth of the Lena 
Delta. These bodies had been previously found 


by the late Chief Engineer George W. Melville, 
U.S.N., who after the Jeannette was crushed 
by the ice and went down, commanded the only 
one of her three boats, whose crew survived. 
Melville, after his crew had recovered sufficiently, 
made a search of 500 miles along the Lena 
Delta, for the De Long boat, fighting his way 
and enduring great suffering, and found De 
Long and his companions, he having previously 
figured out about where the missing boat would 
be likely to land. Melville gave the remains 
a Christian burial and erected a tomb in the 
wild waste. 

It was to find this tomb and bring the bodies 
to the United States, that the then Lieutenant 
Harber was sent to Siberia. He accomplished 
his mission in spite of great peril and ob- 
stacles. It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection, that while on this expedition Lieu- 
tenant Harber had the Army and Navy Journal 
forwarded to him to the nearest point he could 
get it, to be available to him when homeward 
bound. 

Admiral Harber was born in Ohio, Sept. 24, 
= and was graduated from the U.S.N.A., in 
1 

HART.—Maj. Gen. William H. Hart, U.S.A., 
Quartermaster General of the Army, exception- 
ally efficient and popular, died at the Walter 
Reed General Hospital Jan. 2, 1926, in which 
he had been an inmate tor several weeks to 
undergo a major operation. He was unmarried, 
and his nearest relative is a cousin, John J. 
Liebe, of St. Louis, Mo. General Hart was 
appointed Quartermaster General of the Army 
with the rank of major general, effective Aug. 
28, 1922, to succeed Maj. Gen. Harry L. Rogers. 
He was selected for the important office not 
only because of the high etticiency displayed 
by him during and since the World War, but 
because of his high attainments during his en- 
tire service, and his thorough familiarity with 


details and functions of the Quartermaster 
Corps. General Hart’s term as Q.M.G. would 
have expired in August, 1926. General Hart 


was born in Minnesota, Mar. 20, 1864, and was 
graduated from the United States Military 
Academy in 1888, and was assigned to the 20th 
Infantry. He was transferred to the 4th 
Cavairy Feb. 11, 1889. He served with the 
Cavairy until Nov. 10, 1900, when he was 
appointed a captain and commissary of sub- 
sistence, 

When the officers of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, Commissary General and Paymaster Gen- 
eral were consolidated into the Quartermaster 
Corps on Aug. 24, 1912, General Hart became 
an officer of the Quartermaster Corps. 

On the entrance of the United States into 
the World War General Hart was Quartermaster 
of the Southern Department. During the World 
War he served in the A.E.F. as Quartermaster 
of Base Section No. 1 (St. Nazaire, France). He 
was award the Distinguished Service Medal, 
U.S.A., and the Legion of Honor (officer) by 
France. The Distinguished Service Medal cita- 
tion follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and distin- 
guished service while serving as quartermaster, 
Base Section No. 1. By his thorough knowl- 
edge of methods and standards of supplying 
troops, his resourcefulness, and comprehensive 
study of innumerable details of the largest and 
most important supply base in France, he exe- 
cuted important duties with which he was in- 
trusted in highly satisfactory and especially effi- 
cient manner.” 

From Aug. 7, 1920, to Oct. 31, 1921, General 
Hart effected a saving of over $6,000,000 in 
activities immediately under his supervision, 
and received the following commendatory letter 
from the Secretary of War: 

“The Chief of Staff has brought to my atten- 
tion a memorandum from the Quartermaster 
General of the Army which states that you 
were assigned to duty as Quartermaster Supply 
Officer at the General Intermediate Depot at 
New York on Aug. 7, 1920, with instructions 
to make immediate and drastic reductions in 
overhead expenses and activities at that depot, 
and which reiates in detail to your success in 
carrying out these instructions. 

xour successful efforts in actual accomplish- 
_— nts, and in formulating plans for further 
accomplishments during the time you were di- 
rectly responsible for results, evidence clear 
’ppreciation by you of the necessity of operat- 
ing on the most economical basis possible, and 
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an administrative and organizing ability de- 
serving of commendation. 

“In view of the valuable service rendered by 
you at this depot, I take this occasion of com- 
mending you for the zeal and administrative 
ability shown by you during this critical 
period.” 

Previous to our entry into the war Colonel 
Hart wrote a series of articles, two of which, 
“Theorists vs. Everybody Else’ and “The Sec- 
ond Greatest Crime,’”’ were widely published as 
propaganda by the American Defense Society. 

The burial of General Hart took place with 
military honors in Arlington, Jan. The 
services were held in St. Patrick’s Church, and 
were largely attended. The pallbearers were 
from the Regular Army, the National Guard 
and Officers Reserve Corps, and consisted of the 
following: Maj. Gen. Denis E. Nolan, Maj. 
Gen. E. A. Helmick, Maj. Gen. K. W. Walker, 
Maj. Gen. P. C. Harris, Brig. Gen. J. ‘ 
Bellinger, Brig. Gen. Henry Jervey, Col. F. W. 
Van Duyne and Col. C. A. Hedekin, all of the 
Regular Army. Others from the National Guard 
and Reserve Corps were Col. Franklin Q. 
Brown, Col. E. H. Abadie, Col. W. A. Dempsey, 
Col. W. A. Sterett, Col. C. A. Jaques, Maj. 
G. D. Cutter and Maj. Clayton Emig. 

The will of General Hart was filed for probate 
Jan. 5. It provided that his body be cremated 
and that the “‘ashes be cast into ocean at any 
convenient place.’’ His personal effects are given 
to a cousin, John J. Liebe of St. Louis, Mo., 
to be distributed among his relatives. The 
remaining estate is to be divided into 20 parts 
and distributed as directed among Mr. Liebe 
and eight other relatives residing in different 
parts of the country. 

The estate, according to the will, comprises 
life insurance of $40,000, an equity in apart- 
ment 2540 Massachusetts Avenue, and about 
$5,000 in cash. Mr. Liebe is named as executor. 


HEARN.—Lt. Col. Roscoe H. Hearn, 14th 
Inf., U.S.A., brother of Col. Clint C. Hearn, 
Coast Art., U.S.A., died on Jan. 2, 1926, from 
injuries received through an automobile ac- 
cident on the road near the Congressional 
Country Club in Montgomery County, Md. 
Col. F. R. Brown, U.S.A., and Mrs. Brown and 
Mrs. Hearn were with Colonel Hearn at the 
time. Lieutenant Colonel Hearn was born in 
Texas Feb. 15, 1875, and first entered the 
Regular Army as a private in the 4th Cavalry, 
June 1, 1898. He received his first commission, 
that of second lieutenant of Infantry, in 1900. 
Colonel Hearn was a distinguished graduate of 
the Army School of the Line, was a graduate 
of the Army War College, and the Army Staff 
College, and was on the General Staff eligible 
list. The interment was in Arlington Jan. 4 
with military honors. Brig. Gens. John McA. 
Palmer and Samuel D. Rockenbach, Col. Fred 
R. Brown, Lt. Cols. Perrin L. Smith, Joseph 
F. Siler and James Regan, U.S.A., were pall 
bearers. Col. and Mrs. Hearn reached Wash- 
ington, D. C., Jan. 1, 1926, from a_ three- 
year term of duty in the Canal Zone, and 
stopped at the Hotel Martinique. Saturday 
evening, Jan. 2, they were the guests of Col. 
and Mrs. Fred R. Brown, U.S.A., at the din- 
ner dance at the Congressional Country Club. 
They left the Country Club a few minutes 
after midnight in Colonel Brown’s car. About 
2, miles from the club on Bradley Hills 
Boulevard it became necessary to change a 
tire. The car was stopped at a place where 
the roadway was about 20 feet wide. Colonel 


Brown and Colonel Hearn got out of the car 
to fix the tire, Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Hearn 
remaining in the back seat. Colonel Brown 


went to the left front door to get the jack, and 
as he straightened up his wife called out, 
“Look out, Fred,’’ which called his attention 
to an approaching car from the front, which 
seemed running in a reckless manner. Colonel 
Brown threw himself in an erect position 
against the side of. his car, and the other car 
flashed by, grazing the back of his overcoat, 
and swerved to the left, crossing the road in 
the rear of the car and went over an 8-foot 
bank in the rear of Colonel Brown’s car, but 
did not overturn. Two male and two female 
students were in the wrecked car, which was 
a single-seater and had District license No. 
6828. Evidently some projecting part of the 
other car caught the back of Colonel Hearn’s 
overcoat and threw him about 15 feet. He ap- 
parently struck on his head, fracturing his 
skull from contact with the macadam road. 
He died at Dr. Conrad’s residence, Chevy 
Chase, en route to Walter Reed Hospital 
within about 20 minutes after the accident 
and without regaining consciousness. 


LOOMIS.—Chief Pay Clerk Charles W. 
Loomis, U.S.N., Ret., who died at Hudson, 
N. Y., Dec. 18, 1925, was born in New York 
Jan. 22, 1847. He first entered the Navy as 
a paymaster’s clerk, June 7, 1897. He was 
placed on the retired list June 24, 1910. During 
the World War he was assigned to active duty 
at various stations and was appointed a _ tem- 
porary assistant paymaster on the retired list, 
Nov. 22, 1918. 

LOEFFLER.—Maj. Charles D. A. Loeffler, 
U.S.A retired, died at the residence of his 
sister, Mrs. Nicholas Ekhardt, Jr., 1213 Holly 
Street, Washington, D. C., Jan. 5, 1926, from 
bronchitis. He was born in Germany Jan. 12, 
1837, and first joined the Regular Army of the 
United States as a trumpeter, 2d Cavalry, 
July 10, 1858. He saw service in Texas and 
did picket duty in the vicinity of Washington 
during the Civil War. Major Loeffler served 
as dispatch carrier for the Army of the 
Potomac under Generals McClellan, Burnside, 
and Hooker. When General Grant was _ in- 
augurated President in 1869, Major Loeffler 
was appointed usher at the White House, and 
he continued in that position until the begin- 
ning of the Taft administration. Major Loef- 
fler was discharged from the Army in 1872 to 
receive a civil appointment. In 1898 he re- 
ceived a commission in the Regular Army as 
military storekeeper with the rank of captain. 
Major Loeffler is survived by four sons and 
two daughters, Frank A. Loeffler, Carl A. 


Loeffler, John F. Loeffler, Garnet G. Loeffler, 
Mrs. Ekhardt, of Washington, and Mrs. 
Charles S. Loud, of Albion, Mich. His wife,

HE first step to alleviate housing conditions at Army posts was taken by 

the Senate January 5 when it passed a bill authorizing the use of proceeds 
realized from the sale of surplus property controlled by the War Department 
for permanent construction at military posts. The bill (S. 1129) was reported 
favorably by Sen. Wadsworth, Chairman of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs and was brought to a vote through his efforts. It now goes to the House 
for action and there is every indication that the measure will pass there. When 
authorized by Congress and sold the property involved will make more than 
$19,000,000 available for construction. ‘ by. } 

The bill, as passed by the Senate, differed little from the original legislation 
recommended by the War Department. Sen. Wadsworth submitted a report on 
the bill with an amendment striking Ft. Screven from the list of posts which 
the War Department recommended to be sold. He stated that the committee 








felt it advisable for the War Department to retain this post until adequate | 


housing facilities for the Army units stationed there could be provided at a 
permanent post by the construction of new barracks. Minor amendments con- 
cerning descriptions of the properties listed and providing that persons living 
at military reservations for more than 20 years be allowed to acquire title to 
the land for a nominal sum were made. 


The first naval legislation which is now being considered for report by the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs also concerns housing. Following the con- 
sideration of a bill to authorize the admission to naval hospitals of the depend- 
ents of officers and enlisted men in need of hospital care, the committee will 
take up the matter of authorizing the construction of additional buildings at 
naval hospitals. 

The following is the priority of naval legislation as recommended by Sec- 
retary Wilbur: 

1. To authorize the admission to naval hospitals of dependents of officers 
and enlisted men of the naval service in need of hospital care. 


2. To authorize the construction of necessary additional buildings at certain 


naval hospitals, and for other purposes. 

3. Amending the act of March 3, 1915, relating to the appointment of acting 
pay clerks, pay clerks, and chief pay clerks in the Navy. 

4. To prevent delay in the promotion of officers of the Navy and Marine 

orps. 
. 4 For the relief of Commander Chester G. Mayo. 

6. For the relief of Lieut. Commander Garnet Hulings, United States Navy. 

7. Authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to receive for instruction at the 
United States Naval Academy at Annapolis Mr. Gustavo Tegera Guevara, a 
citizen of Venezuela. 

8. To prohibit employment of officers of the Navy or Marine Corps on the 
active or retired list by persons or companies furnishing naval supplies or war 
material to the Government. 

9. To authorize Lieut. Commander Charles Svensson, United States Naval 
Reserve, to accept from the Republic of Ecuador the decoration of “Estrella 
de Abdon Calderon,” second class. 

10. To authorize certain officers of the United States Marine Corps to accept 
from the Republic of Haiti “The medal for distinguished service.” 

11. To authorize the Secretary of the Navy to permit the sale of exterior 
articles of the uniform to honorably discharged enlisted men. 

12. To authorize the disposition of lands no longer needed for naval purposes. 


There is a bill recommended in the above list which should be of great 
interest to the Comptroller General. It concerns Comdr. Mayo, funeral wreaths 
and a decision handed down by his office in that connection. The decision dis- 
allowed $115 for wreaths purchased upon the authority of the Secretary of 
the Navy for use in connection with the funerals of late Congressmen Padgett, 
Riordan and Mann. It is considered likely that the bill will pass. 


Urgent need for full utilization of the facilities at the Naval Academy 
caused by the need for Navy line officers may modify the policy now in force 
under the limitation of appointments to the Naval Academy contained in the 
appropriation bill. The office of the House Naval Affairs Committee has been 
furnished with a chart by the Bureau of Navigation which shows that the 
operation of the Academy at capacity instead of minimum does not materially 
increase the cost. 

The cost of graduating all Midshipmen, if five were allowed for each mem- 
ber of Congress and all were graduated is estimated at $8,166,819.67 and under 


the limitation to three at $6,511,472.70, a difference of little more than $1,500,- | 


000 while the number of trained officers furnished the Government is prac- 
tically doubled. 

It would cost less per capita to educate each Midshipman under the five 
to each member plan than under the existing policy and the saving to the Gov- 
ernment in each individual case is estimated at $2,255.60. 

The Secretary of the Navy in his annual report strongly urged the maximum 
use of the Naval Academy, stating: “That Naval Academy is designed to 
operate with 2,500 midshipmen, and it is desirable that its resources be used to 
full capacity.” 


Representative Blanton of Texas has furnished House Committee on Military 
Affairs with echoes of the Mitchell trial in a House Joint Resolution referred 
to the Committee which would abolish court-martial trials as previously noted. 
It purposes to restore Col. Mitchell to the rank of Brigadier General; have him 

romoted immediately to a Major General; given the sum of $5,000 by the 

nited States for “expenses he has unjustly been put to,” and in addition made 
Chief of the Army Air Service. It also proposes to “punish” Maj. Gen. Dennis 
Nolan and Brig. Gen. H. A. Drum, both U.S.A. by inflicting a five-year suspen- 
sion and reduce Maj. Gen. William S. Graves and Brig. Gen. Edward L. King, 
both U.S.A., to the rank of Captain for five years after which these 
General officers are to be allowed to resume their former status at the foot of 
their grades. 

The Resolution is expected to die a natural death. 


The House Committee on Military Affairs referred the Dixie Hi hway Bill 
to Mr. Vinson, of Ky., who reported favorably on it January y The bill 
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(H. R. 5102) transfers the title and jurisdiction over right of way of the Ney 
Dixie Highway to the State of Kentucky and authorizes the Secretary of War 
to allow a portion of the Camp Knox Military Reservation to be used, the old 
highway within Camp Knox being vacated by the State authorities. The 
Senate has already passed the measure. 


Mr. Tillman, who is a staunch supporter of Col Mitchell, took up his case 
in the House on January 5. He read a number of letters and telegrams 
that had reached him and also a number of clippings from newspapers al] 
giving comment favorable to the Colonel. In these communications the court 
was denounced as cruel and heartless and was held to be a political machine, 
and the Colonel was considered to be absolutely right in bringing the matter 
before the public as he did.

Included in the letters received by Mr. Tillman was one from his son, who 
served with the A.E.F., and Mr. Tillman stated that he believed this letter to 
be good testimony in support of Colonel Mitchell’s gallantry in action. Mr, 
La Guardia, of New York, got the floor for a moment and referred to Mr. Till-

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man “as his friend from Arkansas,” and stated that Lt. Tillman was awarded 
the Croix de Guerre, the Legion of Honor, and the D.S.M. for gallantry in action. 

Mr. Tillman, in stating that he had received some letters condemning his 
position in the trial of Colonel Mitchell, announced that one of these was from 
Mr. Madden of Georgia, who stated that if the Congress had given the Army, 
Navy, and Air Service money enough there would not have been any dearth of 
planes, and there would not have been any criticism. 


“I think,” said Mr. Tillman, “I saw Mr. Madden quoted as saying that Congress 
had been generous in pouring out money for air defense and for the Army and Navy, 
but that somebody had been extravagant and squandered the money. However, this 
I know. I served here during the war. 1 voted for every measure that was offered 
proposing to carry on the war successfully, and I know that not a single Liberty 
plane, for which we appropriated vast sums of money, was used on the fighting lines 
over in France. We had, as my son says, to rely upon second-hand and discarded 
planes that the French had sold to us or the English had sold to us, and they were 
so unsafe that they were branded as ‘flaming coffins.’ (Applause.) 

“I would like to ask the gentleman from Illinois, Mr. Madden, if he is quoted 
correctly in saying that large and generous sums have been voted from time to time 
for airplane and other Army and Navy defenses and whether he is not of opinion 
that that money was squandered?” 

Mr. Madden. If the gentleman will permit me to make a somewhat compre- 
hensive reply, from 1917 until the close of the war there was placed at the dis- 
posal of the Army and Navy combined, an aggregate sum for aviation purposes 
alone of $1,977,000,000, $490,000,000 of which we took away from the Army and 
$90,000,000 from the Navy because they were not able to use it and had not pro- 
duced anything from what they had used. 

Since the war closed we have appropriated $433,000,000 or $86,676,000 per 
annum for aviation alone for the Army and Navy, and this does not include $85,- 
000,000 we have appropriated for the construction of two airplane carriers costing 
$96,000,000 combined, which would make a total of over $520,000,000 for five years, 
or over $100,000,000 a year. England is the next country which has appropriated 
the most, having appropriated $83,000,000 a year; France, $55,000,000 a year for 
military aviation and $10,000,000 for commercial aviation; and Japan, $10,500,000 
a year only, while we have appropriated over $100,000,000 a year ever since the 
war and we have not a thing to show for it. (Applause.)

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RMY PROTECTS AMATEURS IN SERVICE SPORTS.—Encouragement of 
A amateur athletics and protection from unwittingly losing their amateur 
status to Army athletes who desire it are the outstanding features of General 
Order 25, dated Dec. 29, 1925, which will shortly be distributed to all posts and 


stations. ; 
While the order practically places Army sports on an amateur plane, it 


does not prohibit professional boxing bouts or other events as chronicled in the 
laily press. 
. Titention is also called to the fact that section 4 of the General Order has 
been in force since June 10, 1921. With few modifications it is word for word the 
counterpart of War Department Circular 156 on Provisional Regulations for the 
Government of Athletics. 

The text of the order printed below will govern Army athletics: 


Provisional regulations for the conduct of Army athletics—1. Athletics for all is 
the objective of athletics in the Army. Mass games and group athletics should be de- 
veloped to the highest degree. Competitive athietics are most desirable, but due to the 
fact that Army athletics are necessarily self-supporting and that conditions vary greatly 
in the different corps areas and departments, it is impracticabie to prescribe a detinite 
program of competitive athletics for the Army. Annual corps area and department 
games may be held whenever practicable and should be made as representative as pos- 
sible. Where local conditions make intercorps area meets or competitions possible, such 
meets or Competitions are most desirable. Participation of individual members of the 
Army, as weil as Army teams, in games and competitions conducted by civilian agencies 
should be encouraged. 

2. General policy of the Army relative to athletic competitions —a. Amateurism 
will govern the conduct of Army athletics, and will be strictly adhered to with the 
exception that professional exhibitions and events may be conducted with the approval 
of the commanding officer. Such professional events will be clearly advertised and an- 
nounced as professional, and be distinct from amateur events. Amateurism will be 
encouraged in the Army. 

b. Athletic competitions and exhibitions, in which competitors participate as indi- 
viduals, may be held at any time, by any command of the Army, in which the events 
may be open to members of any or all of the following organizations: Regular Army, 
National Guard, Organized Reserves, Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, and Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. Prizes will be in accord with amateur standards; no 
money prizes will.be given. Such competitions are ‘‘closed meets,’ as they are strictly 
limited to personnel connected with the Army. If in such military meets it so happens 
that amateurs compete against persons who may have previously violated amateur rules, 
it will in no way tend to professionalize such amateurs. Professional exhibitions and 
events may, however, be arranged by a commanding officer as part of the program of 
such a meet or as a separate program when they are clearly advertised and announced as 
professional. For such professional events cash prizes may be given. 

c. In holding an “open meet” in which other than military personnel are invited 
to participate as individuals, commanding officers will exercise due care not to violate 
local customs which govern amateur meets. In such “open meets’ the open event will be 
for amateurs only. Professional exhibitions and events may, however, be arranged when 
clearly advertised and announced as professional. 

d. When an enlisted man, who has never taken part in athletics as a professional, 
applies to enter a professional event, the athletic oflicer in charge of the event will 
explain to him the difference between professional and amateur athletics and the disad- 
vantages of becoming a professional. 

e. Prior to participation in an “open meet” or in a try-out for an Olympic team 
all individual Army athletes will present to the proper official of such “open meet” or 
Olympic try-out, in ample time to permit their participation therein, a proper certifica- 
tion of their amateur standing. 

f. Nothing in the foregoing paragraphs restricts in any way the playing of team 
games such as football, basebail, soccer, or basket ball as now played by Army teams. 
Participation in such games is not as an individual but mereiy as a member of a 
team. Army teams as now organized meet the requirements of civil athletic organiza- 
tions satisfactorily. Army teams may therefore piay either amateur or professional 
teams without affecting the amateur standing of an individual on an Army team unless 
that individual receives money tor playing. 

g. National Collegiate Athletic Association rules will govern Army athletics. 
Where the National Collegiate Athletic Association has no rules for a particular sport, 
Amateur Athletic Union rules or the rules of the special governing body tor the sport 
will govern. In the event of professional exhibitions, the rules which habitually govern 
such events may be used. (‘the National Collegiate Athletic Association has adopted 
“Rules of Boxing’ issued by the War Department Commission on ‘lraining Camp 
Activities in 1918, with only a few minor changes.) 

3. Definitions of the terms “amateur,” “professional,” “closed meet,” and “open 
meet. —a. Amateur.—Broadly speaking an amateur is one who engages in sport solely 
for the pleasure and the physical, mental, and social benefits he derives therefrom and 
to whom sport is nothing more than an avocation. Under this detinition members of 
the Army ineligible tor amateur competition are those who have competed for a cash 
prize or staked bet, or under saiary, or for a fee, unless it can be shown, to the satis- 
taction of their post or station commander, that such act was committed through igno- 
rance, inadvertence, or excusable error, or in a sport in which there was at the time 
of commission no general competition by amateurs or was made obligatory by mili- 
tary authority. The spirit of amateurism, which should be behind all amateur athletics, 
carries with it all that is included in the definition of an amateur and much more. 
It stands for a high sense of honor, fair play, and courtesy on the part of participants, 
hosts, guests, othcials, and spectators. It stoops to no petty technicalities to twist and 
avoid the rules or to take an untair advantage of opponents. 

b. Professional.—A professional is one ineligible to compete as an amateur. 

c. Closed meet.—A “closed meet” is one in which the events are “closed’’; that is, 
open only to members of one club, organization, or group. A meet open only to mem- 
bers of the Reguiar Army, National Guard, Organized Reserves, Reserve Officers 
Training Corps, and Citizens’ Military Training Camps is a ‘closed meet.’ 

d. Open meet.—An “open meet” is one open to members of more than one club, 
organization, or group. , 

4. General provisions for local restrictions—Due to existing differences in local 
laws the War Department is unable to lay down general restrictions for the conduct 
of Army athletics. The general policy of the War Department is to approve only such 
local restrictions in the conduct of Army athletics as will prevent Army reservations 
from being used for the evasion of local laws. There are two general classes of ques- 
tions frequently referred to the War Department tor decision, both of which deal with 
the relation of Army athietics to local laws. ? 

a. Che first class of questions has to do with the conduct of boxing under any 
conditions. in questions of this class the policy of the War Department has been 
announced as follows: 

(1) Boxing as an athletic exercise and as a sport should be encouraged. 
be exercised that it does not lose its character as an exercise or sport. 

(2) The following will govern in permitting boxing contests: - ; 

(a) A post within the limits of a city or other municipal corporation will comply 
with the local ordinances with respect to boxing contests. 4 ; 

(6) A post not within the limits of a city or other municipal corporation will 
comply with the state laws with respect to box:ng contests. : 

(c) A post within the limits of a territory or the District of Columbia will comply 
with the laws applicable to such territory or district. ; Pane 

(d) If there be no local laws or ordinances to the contrary, boxing exhibitions may 
be open to the public. } 

(e) In order that contests and exhibitions, particularly boxing, shall have no 
Color of professionalism or commercialism, the contestants will, as a rule, be restricted 
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Care must 





to the military services (Regular Army, National Guard, Organized Reserves, Navy, 
and Marine Corps). 

(f) In the occasional exception to the foregoing rule, and where the public is 
charged a fee to witness a contest or exhibition, not more than one-half of the con- 
testants in any one event or bout shall be from outside the military services. Care 
will be observed that outside contestants are of good reputation both as individuals 
and as athletes. 

b. The second class of questions deals with the conduct of baseball or analogous 
sports on military reservations on Sundays. In such questions the policy of the War 
Department has been that Sunday baseball when no admission fee is charged will 
be allowed on all military reservations, and that an admission fee may be charged in 
all cases where such practice is not in conflict with loeal laws.

EW ARMY POLO RULES.—No officer or soldier is to be permitted to 

use public horses for polo until he shall have demonstrated his ability in 
horsemanship to the satisfaction of his commanding officer, according to in- 
struction of the Secretary of War on the subject of using public animals for 
polo playing issued Jan. 6. Polo will not be permitted to interfere with the 
duties of officers and soldiers or with the use of public animals and appro- 
priated funds, unless specifically allotted, will not be used for the payment of 
expenses incurred by the Regular Army through the playing of polo.

FINANCE 


BY LYMAN B. KENDALL 


In a careful study of factors which cause the many reversals of periods 
of prosperity or the reverse of the past half-century, precedent has proven 
that the most potent influence was strained credit and reflected interest rate. 

Lack of buying power to sustain the high prevailing production, gener- 
ally termed “over-production.” With the exception of the free silver agi- 
tation of 1895 and the disturbance of the late World War, no other conditions 
have been the main factor. Domestic and foreign politics, crops, the psy- 
chology of human hope and pessimism have only been reflected in increas- 
ing or lessening the extent of the movement. In view of the above as deter- 
mining factors to govern present conditions, the dominating influence, credit, 
can now be described. ; 

Present production, while at a record-breaking level, does not disclose 
a lack of equal consumption. In fact, a small deficiency. ree ; 

It is important to say that similar conditions have been co-incident with 
our heretofore top waves of prosperity and only after a large, and the 
major, part of the decline in security prices had occurred in a discount 
process have we learned of over-production. The fact probably was that 
increasing production did not heed the stationary and declining consumption 
in time to prevent excess stocks. The frequency of this post condition, and 
notably the very drastic occasion 1920-21, we believe of too recent date to 
permit an early repetition. We have carefully interviewed manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers, and find a-positive and clear opinion that the 
utmost carefulness and effort will be made to avoid a future recurrence. 
Recently a reduced advancing tendency is noted in bank clearings of business 
centers and in railway car loadings after allowing for seasonal changes 
which we believe to be a preliminary to less favorable conditions. The re- 
markable regularity of the cycle movement of business and security prices 
of a general improvement occurring in an average period of 27 months and 
an 11 months’ period of declining is worthy of consideration, if only in 
view of the consistent repetition for the past 40 years and small variance 
from the average. To a small degree, opinion should be governed by this 
fact. It may now be said that security prices and business are to witness a 
decline of some consequence in the near future. The fact of this cycle move- 
ment has been that periods of 27 months and 11 months respectively were 
required for the readjustment of production and business and the speculative 
optimism and depression. It is apparent that the value of money, as repre- 
sented in relation of loans to deposits and the interest rate plus dividends 
paid and surplus earnings per share of stock in connection with share values 
should be the dominating influence, and that precedent should be consulted 
to assist in a conclusion for the future. ; ? 

If present conditions are not favorable to a long continuance of price 
enhancement, and the level of business activity, a measuring-rod to determine 
expectations can reasonably be that of precedent, and at the same time if 
the past is to influence the present, it can only be that, as an average of 
all industries, security prices reflect in too long a degree present and future 
to warrant extreme conservatism.

Under normal conditions the first week in 
January sees a letdown in the demand fy 
credit, and a reaction in money rates naty 
follows.

From present indications the first six months 
of 1926 will offer no exception to the rule, In 
addtion to the satisfactory credit outlook, ther 
are special conditions in one investment figlg 
particularly that point toward higher bond 
prices there. The field is that of second-grade 
railroad bonds. The railroad situation is quite 
satisfactory so far as earnings are concerned 
and, furthermore, the possible beneficial effect of 
mergers are coming closer and closer to hand 
Second-grade railroad bonds should be helpej 
by both of these influences. 

The following second-grade railroad bonds are 
the more attractive, and, in the opinion of th 
writer, all of them should sell considerably 
higher within a reasonable period of time 
Meanwhile the investor is receiving a good rm 
turn on his money. Prices and yields are no 
given because all the bonds are listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange and have an active 
market which may be obtained at any time, 
The list of bonds follows: 

Chicago & Eastern Illinois Gen. 5’s, 195}: 
Chicago Great Western 4’s, 1959; Denver § 
Rio Grande Western 5’s, 1955; Erie Conv. 4's, 
1953, Series “A” and “B”; Internation-Great 
Northern Adj. Mtg. 6’s, 1952; Missouri-Kansas. 
Texas Adj. 5’s, 1967; St. Louis-San Francisco 
Adj. Mtg. 6’s, 1955; and Western Maryland Ist 
4’s, 1952. 

Several of these bonds have special features 
affecting their future values in addition to the 
general influences mentioned above. The Den. 
ver & Rio Grande Western General 5’s, 1955, 
are not yet paying interest, these bonds being 
issued under the reorganization plan of 1924, 
Interest is cumulative from Feb. 1, 1924, but 
the company can postpone payment for five 
years. Eventually, however, the interest must 
be paid, and beginning Feb. 1, 1929, interest 
must be paid regularly. 

The International-Great Northern Adjustment 
6’s, 1952, are paying 4 percent at this time, 
but beginning Jan. 1, 1928, must pay the full 
6 percent. They may pay 6 percent before that 
time, and must pay at least one-half of the 
amount available for interest on them. The 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas Adjustment 5’s, 1967, are 
convertible prior to Jan. 1, 1932, into the 7 
percent preferred stock at the rate of 10 share 
of stock for each $1,000 bond. The preferred 
is paying 5 percent now, the same rate as the 
bonds, but beginning Jan. 1, 1928, dividends 
on the preferred at the full rate of 7 percent 
become cumulative. 





The answer to the question of de- 
termining the turning points is also 
controlled in some degree by the char- 
acter of the security holders, gener- 
ally termed the technical position, i. e., 
the degree of speculative ownership 
which now can be reasonably stated 
as not now favorable. In this connec- 
tion it must be remembered that stock 
market prices are a strong influence 
in the creation of business optimism 
or pessissism. A careful study of the 
foregoing leads to our conclusion that 
a position of great caution and con- 
servatism for the year 1926 should be 
assumed; that less favorable condi- 
tions may reasonably be anticipated 
but that, in that event, a declining 
tendency to business and_ security 
prices will be more orderly and mod- 
erate in extent than heretofore periods. 
NEW FORMS FOR TRAVEL 


Passenger transportation divisions of the 
War, Navy and Marine Corps are pre- 
paring instructions covering the new form 
of request for tickets recently approved 
by the Comptroller General. 

The new form was prepared by a com- 
mittee composed of representatives of the 
different departments, and independent es- 
tablishments. It does not vary materially 
from the old form. In size it is a little 
smaller, the dimensions of a dollar bill. 
The present form was a little inconvenient 
to carry in a bill fold or to fit in a till. 
The principal feature of the instructions 
issued by the Comptroller General in ap- 
proving the new form is a requirement for 
a much more detailed accounting of all re- 
quests issued and on hand. This report 
is to be made to the Treasury Department 
twice a year. 

The new forms must be placed in use 
July 1. 1926; it can be placed in use 
sooner when the supply of the old forms in 
a department is exhausted.

COMPTROLLER GENERAL’S DECISIONS 








Refusing to authorize the payment of expenses amounting to $1,265 incurred 
by Lts. Helverson and Lawton, U.S.A. in entertaining officials while making 
arrangements for the Around-the-World flight, the Comptroller General held 
jg ay was no money intended for entertainment in the appropriations for 
the flight. 

He based the decision on his construction of a memorandum sent by the 
Chief of Air Service which said in part concerning a request for $50,000 for 
contingent expenses: “This authorization is requested to meet entirely unfor- 
seen and unforseeable expenses, * * * * * hire of service or material for 
rescue purposes, incidental expenses of the personnel not covered otherwise 
** * ” Quoting this statement the Comptroller says: “There appears nothing 
in statement to indicate an intent to use any part of the appropriation for 
entertainment purposes.” 


Showing a great knowledge of history the Comptroller disallowed the claim 
of former Pvt. John E. Carson for reimbursement of pay deducted for the loss 
of an automatic pistol. The claimant alleged that he turned in an automatic 
— the same model as the one he had lost and sought a refund on these 
grounds. 

_In the decision the Comptroller quotes the “Assize of Arms, as settled in the 
reign of Henry II, A. D. 1181” which held men-at-arms to strict accountability 
for arms and armor. This, he holds, is also set forth by Army Regulations 
and the 83d Article of War, in effect during the World War. 


_ In denying pay to several National Guard officers who participated in drills 
with other than their own organizations, the Comptroller quotes at length 
from various sections of the National Defense Act and National Guard Regu- 
lations which he construes as entailing an officer to drill pay only when he 
participates in a drill with his own organization. 


In expressing an opinion approving a few proposed changes in the wording 
of Section G of the “Instructions for Carrying into Effect the Joint Service 
Pay Bill” the Comptroller General again warns the Secretary of the Navy that 
he is the final court in his own estimation stating: “It is to be understood 

’ that the legal effect of the instructions must be for the determination 
of this office * * * * * * * and that instructions must, thereafter, be subject 
to such interpretation as may be made.”

— LONG MAY BE PICKED FOR ARMS PARLEY.—In connection 
with plans for American participation in the preliminary discussions at 
Geneva of the proposed limitation of armament conference there is consider- 
able discussion as to who will be assigned as naval representative. It is known 
that the Secretary and his advisers have several officers under consideration, 
but there is strong intimation that Rear Adm. Andrew Long, now on the Gen- 
eral Board, will be selected. At the time of the Peace Conference Admiral 
Long was naval attache at Paris and served as the naval adviser during the 
conference. During the past year also he served in a similar capacity in the 
conference abroad on arms traffic, and his wide experience in the naval service 
are the factors said to enter into his selection.
